History. 



Florence which is rightly called, the Athens of 
, Italy frolli its being the cradle of the Fine Aris 
and Civilìsation , was according to some historians 
founded by the Etruscans, and according to others 
by the Romans. Leaving the learned to decide on 
the origin , we say , that after having submitted to 
the destinies to which ali the other Cities of Italy 
yielded at the time of Attila, it was rebuilt and 
created in the forn^ of a fiuchy by Gharlemagne. 
After having sufTered under a long series of Dukes, 
Counts and Marquises whose race became extinct in 
m5 by the death of the Gountess Matilda, the 
daughter of Boniface III , Tuscany was ceded to the 
Pope, though it was a feud of the empire. From 
that arose a quarrel between the Emperor and the 
Pope , which quarrel was the causp of the forning 
of the two celebrated parties called the Guelfs and 
the Ghibellini. The latter were in fayour of the em- 
pire ; and the fornier , of the Popaqy. Towards the 
XII century discord was already raised ber head 
in the City ; but she showed her.self in ber entire 
hideous form in 4245, when young Buondelmonte was 
treacherously killed by the Amedei. Fortytwo fami- 
lies of the Guelfa party swore solennly to revenge 
bis death, and in consequence, the unfortunatQ City 
was divided in to two hostile camps and often stai- 
ned with fraternal blood. However as Frederic II was 



cotiqueror in the war, which was rekindled between 
him and the Pope, the Guelfs were driven out of 
Florence ; but they returned , being recalled by the 
people , in the year 48SO. la 4S60 , the Guelfs iivere 
again obliged to leave Florence and take refuge at 
Lucca , to avoid the tyranny of Manfredo, the aon of 
Frederic II , who had been called by the Ghibeyins 
to take their part. In the meantime , arrived the year 
4287 in which Charles d' Ànjou, placed by the Pope 
on the throne of Naples , having defeated Manfredo, 
and restored every where the Guelfs party, the Ghi- 
bellini being now undermost were , in their turn ha- 
nished from Florence , where in spite of their con- 
tinuai conspiracies they were never again able resta- 
blish themselves as masters. Notwithstanding , this 
happy termination , poor Florence did not long eujoy 
peace, for the terrible hydra, ci vii war, envying 
the glory which tranquillity would bave brought ber, 
divided the Guelf party into two parts not less ho- 
stile to each other than the Guelfs had been to the 
Ghibellini, which were called the Whites and the 
Blacks , two f uriotts factions which had derived their 
origin from Pistoja. So great was the rage of these 
parties , that not ever our Divine Poet was spared, 
but driven into perpetuai baniskment, in 43S4 . 
where he breathed bis last si^h far from bis belor 
ved native town , wich has not been able to obtain 
even bis remains. Then the Florentines disgusted 
with the internai quarrels, applied for succour to 
Robert the king of Naples who, in 4348, sent as 
Governor of Florence , Walter di Bri^nne , Duke of 
Àtbens , to whom the Republic confided for life the 
government of the City. But a year had scarcely 
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passed when the Florentines, wearied with bis hipo- 
criticai tyranoy rose , aod drove him out on the S6^ 
of July. The Duke on eatering had found Florence free, 
but he wished to enslave her and for his pains was 
driven away. When the tyran was turnedout, did 
the poor City enjoy paece? 

No , new parties called Àlbizzi and Ricci , agitated 
her ( 4348). Àfterwards carne the piagne which ac- 
complished the destructive acts of the City Parties 
by carrying of aloiost two thirds of the already great- 
ly diminished number of iohabitants. Then in 4534- 
53 , the Ghibellini , together with John Visconti and 
also the Pisans, carne to attack her ( 4363-64) , but 
in vain , for in both battles she carne off victorious. 
About 4378, happened some partial insurrection 
called Ciompi , which was the cause of the gover- 
roent passing into the hands of the People. It is at 
this epoch f the Medici begin to connect their name 
with that of their native Country, beginning by the 
Gonfaloniere Silvestro, a cunning and ambitious 
man , who , pretending to side it for the people , laid 
the fouudations of the greatness to which his family 
àfterwards reached. Àn other of the same house, 
John Medici , who also maintaine^ the rights of the 
people , soon became one of the most esteemed citi- 
zens. It was however the fortune of Cosimus I , the 
son of the latter , who acquired the name of Father 
of his Country , to advance so far as to obtain the 
power of governiug his Country thirty years ; he 
was greatly assisted by his politicai prudence and 
hipocritical humility. It is from this period that al- 
though Florence had stili a republican form of Go- 
yemment , one may say she came under the abso- 
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Iute dominion of Lawrence , the nepbew of Gosimus, 
whose naturai and heriditary despotic disposition, 
knew so well howto cover withthegreat protection, 
he granted to the Fine Àrts and Literature, as to 
acquire the title of Magnificent. Ànd in fact he was 
so affable and kind , and so great a Protector of eve- 
ry man of genius , that the Florentines quietly sup- 
ported his absolute reign , which he took such care 
to shrengthen, that no party was every able to strap 
it cut of his hànds , not even the famous conspiracy 
of the Pazzi , nor the free and learned patriotism of 
Fra Girolamo Savonarola. When in U92 Lawrence 
died, it seemed the glorious liberty of Florence 
wouid return , far Peter , his son y had neither his 
talent nor his cunning. Florence returned to ber for- 
mer free state for a short timo , for in 4 498 it was 
destroyed on the funeral pile of the celebrated Do- 
menican, who died a martyr to the great true love 
he bore to his Fatherland. The Medici were turn 
out an other time in 1527, by means of Nicholas 
Capponi and Philip Strozzi; but after the terrible 
sackage of Rome by the Spaniards, Glement VII 
came to terms with the Emperor, but contri ved that 
the restablishement of the Medici at Florence , 
should he ioserted in the treaty. During the long siege 
of 1580, Florence stili showed ber ancient valour, 
and in that memorable battio of Gavinana , in which 
ber Ferruccio, fell, she gave a new and solemn 
pledge of ber beroic virtues. The Liberty of Flo- 
rence was lost with the elevation of Alexander the 
first of the Medici ; a line of Princes, who bore the 
title of Dukes of Florence , and who governed . 
ber apwards of two centuries. Alexander fell , kil- 



led by Lorenzino , his cousin , aud was accompanied 
to the tombe by general ^eprobation for his brutal 
and tiranDical disposition. He was successeded by 
Cosimus, Giovanni delle Bande Nere 's son, who 
completely destroyed the ancient liberty. Only Sie- 
na, remained as the last bulwark af the vacilla- 
tiog liberty, and welcome asylum for the Fioren- 
tine emigrants ; but Cosimus the first , who sought 
to etablish a throne for his family, regarded the 
existence of that Republic with an evil eye. The^ 
refore he besieged Siena, whose valourous inha- 
bitans defended , for many long months , themselves 
and their homes, finally in 4557, she fell iato his 
power. In 4569 Cosimus took the title of Grand Duke 
under which other successive Princes of the Medici 
family governed Tuscany till the year 4737, in 
which epoch the family became extinct by the death 
of Giovan Gastone. Among the Princes of the Me- 
dici Dinasty , were to he found virtues and vices , 
so that taking into coasideration both, one may 
safely say that they bave dono more good than harm 
to this Garden of Italy. In virtue of treaties formed 
by several powers , the Dukes of Lorena were cal- 
led to fili the throne of Tuscany. It is to Pietro 
Leopoldo , prince philosopher and great ' reformer 
that Tuscany owes her laws, which bear the impress 
of a just and liberal spirit. That dynasty governed 
the. country till the il^ of Aprii 4859, on which 
day she left the throne for do not second the aspi- 
rations of the people. Now , as every one knows , 
Florence has been chosen as the seat of the Con- 
stitional Monarchy under the dominion of Victorio 
Emanuel. 
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Topographical Ilemarks. 

« From whatewer poiat we observe, from the 
(( heights of Fiesole, or those of St. Miniato; from 
« Boboli Gardena , oi: Montughi bill ; Florence for 
« ber situation and elegance of monuments , merits^ 
« even from a distance , ber name , of beautiful 
« for ber spleodid edifices and artistic treasures. But 
« wben we enter , we are struck by tbe unusual 
« aspect wbicb ber palaces present, for tbeir so- 
« lidity of construction , as weil as tbreir sempli- 
« city for the severity of style without porticoeà 
« or colunnes, and for their black fagades wbicb 
« look like old citadels. We wonder al the iudiscrip*' 
« table genius of severity impressed in these aimost 
a eastlesi ; monuments of the middle ages wbicb stili 
a give so cbarateristic a pbysionomy to tbis City. 
« Florence is tbe Italian Àtheóis of mod^rn times. 
(( It is a gloriotis name amplsg the glorious Cities 
(c of Italy , a name over splendid and in wbicb afe 
« resumed, like of that Àthetìs, tbe noble ideas 
« wbicb bave promoted patriotism , liberty , and the 
« Fine Arts. (Du-Pay^. 'Guide of Italy), 

It is very difflcult to precise tbe nuDobei^ of the 
inbabitants of Florence, which increases every day, 
but we dball not be far from the ttuih by stating 
150,000. Tbe Arno divides ber in two unequal parts. 
Sbe is situated in a estensive plain surrounded by fine 
hills, nearly ali of wbicb are cultivated to tbeir sum- 
mits , and, tbe sides thickly studded with elegant vil^ 
las. The ancient City lay ali on tbe northern bank of 
the river, but tbe contiiiual increase of popolation 
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compefled the aut horities to estend the circuit of her 
walls at Tour differe nt epochs. The radius of the first 
circle is stili to he recognised by the narrowness of 
the streets, around the Old Market, which was the cen- 
tro. The walls of the fourth circuit were built about 
the end of the XIII century; inclosing also the left 
side of the Arno. 

Gates, 

Eleven gates givo access to Florence. The Six 
following , are on the right side of the Arno. 

Porta alla Croee, constructed in 4284 from 
the designs of Arnolfo di Cambio. The frescoes 
are by Ghirlandaio. 

Porta a Pinti, The architect was Arnolfo. 

Porta a S. €tallo. The frescoes are by Ghir- 
landajo. Opposi te the gate, there is a triumphal 
arch, erected in 1738 by the french architect Già- 
dod , in commemoration of the entry of Francis II. 

Porta IVaova. This gate bas been built but a 

few years. 

Porta al Prato. The erection of this is attri- 
buted to Arnolfo. 

lia Barriera. This gate is only used for commu- 
nication with the Cascine Drive, it is of modem 
constrution. The four following , are to the left of 
the Arno. 

Porta S. Frediano, built in 4 324 by Andrea 
Pisano. 

Porta Romana, built in 1328 by G. Or cagna ; 
the fresco is by Franciabigio. 
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Porta S. Glorilo, near the Belvedere fortress, 

where we find a fresco by B. ifaddi. 
Porta S. Miniato, built in the XIII century^ 

outside of which ìs situated the magnificent church 

of S. Miniato. 
Porta S. IVIceolò, was built in 4340. 




Four bridges unite the two parts of the City , the 
first is called, 

Ponte alle Grazie, or Rubaconte j from the 
name of the Potestà who laid the foundation stone 
in the year 4327. The design is by Lapo (?). On 
the jutting stones are same small dweliing houses. 
There is also a pretty Utile chapel called « Là Madonna 
DELLE Grazie », which was built in 4474, and in 
4835, was decorated with different marbles by 
Pasquù The- frescoes therein are by Marini. This 
bridge by its solidity has been able to resist ali the 
floods which bave destroyed the other. 

Ponte Veeeliio. It was rebuilt by Gaddi in 
4345.Itiscomposed of three simple, but solid arches. 
Like the Rialto , it is covered with a jstreèt of je- 
wellers'and goldsmiths shops. Àbove, runs a gal- 
lery leading from Palazzo Pitti to Palazzo Vecchio. 

Ponte »• Trinità, the first was erected in 
4252, but swept away by the floods it was rebuilt 
in 4269, by the friars Sisto and Ristoro; after wards, 
in 4346, by T. Gaddi, and finally in 4569, byJ?. 
Ammannati who knows how to unite solidity with 
elegance óf form, and erected one of the finest bridges 
in Italy. The four extreme angles are adorned with 
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four statues rapi^esentlng the four seasons : Winter, 
by Landini ; Spring , by Francavilla ; Summer and 
Autumn, by Gaocini, 

Ptraite alla Cari^aja. The first time it was 
built in 1818 by Lapo (?). In 1269 it was rebuilt 
by the friars Sisto and Ristoro. After which, it fell 
twice and was finally restored in 1557 to its presene 
state by Ammarinati. 

Twosuspensionbridges bave lately been construc- 
ted at the present extremlties of the City. 

Streets. 

The streets afe paved with large flag-stones , and 
bordered by good wide footpaths of the same ma- 
terialr the names of great number recoUect that 
Florence was an industrions city and possessed the 
corporations of Arts and Trades. In the ancient parts 
of the city, are many bystreets , stili to he seen; but 
they will shortly be enlarged, without deìstroyng thè 
public monuments, and ancient palaces they contai n. 
Thè Lungarno is a beautiful Street , as long as the 
town as far as the Cascine. It is a remarkably fine 
winter-walk. 

Squares. 

Vhe Plasma della Mgrnovla, has the prece- 
dence for iraportance, antiquity, and combellish- 
ments. It is rich in monuments of architecture and 
sculpture , and is the centro of Florence. The prin- 
cipal edifice therein is Palazzo Vecchio, the severe 
and characteristic aspect of which recalls to memory 
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the fierce and haughty disposition of the anctent 
Republìcans. The two coiossal statuesatthe entrance 
of the palace are Hercules and Cacus, by Baccio 
Bandinelli ; work of no great merit. The David by 
Michelangelo sculpted od a already sketched marble, 
by an other sculptor. The celebrated Neptune foun- 
tain is by È. Ammannati; (1563). The statue of Nep* 
tune in the centro is 6 metres in heìght. The horses 
attached to the car are exceedingly spirited. Equally 
aniraated are the tritons , nymphs , and satyrs, who 
surround the basin. Near to the fountain there is 
an equestrian statue of Gosimus I , by Gian Bologna 
(4894). The basreliefs in bronzo representes : 4.8' The 
Senato conferring the title of Duke on Gosimus I, 
2i.^ The entry of Gosimus in Siena ; S/^ Gosimus 
receiving the Grand Duca! Grown from Pius V. To 
the loft of the statue of Gosimus I there is Uguc- 
cioni Palace, built in 4550 ; the design of which is 
attributed to Raphasl, to Michelangelo and even to 
Palladio (?). The bust of Francis I over the en- 
trance , is by Crian Bologna ; on the southside of the 

Square; there is the 
Itosela de'liaiìsl, called also, the Or cagna, 

from the name of the author; it was erected in 4355 

according to some, and according to others, it was 

begun in 4376 , that is , after the death of Or cagna , 

Who loft the design of it. The primative object of this 

Loggia was to provide a place for the Magistrates, 

when they wished to convocate the people. In 4840, 

Cav Poccianti, restorèd the very fine terrace which, 

crowns the fa^ade. The shields with the arms of 

the societies of Arts and Trades are by Niccolò 

Lamberti (4390). On the Northern side , there are

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four niches in which are the four Cardinal Virtues, 
by Iacopo di Piero , from the designs by Giottino. 
On the eastern side, are the Theological Virtues. 
Two còlossal lions in marble are placed on each 
side of the grand entrance. The one, on the left band, 
is by F. Vacca ; the other , and the six Vestals in 
the back-ground, are ali Greek Sculptures brought 
to Florence in the year 1788 from the Villa Medici 
at Rome. The very fine and celebrated group, the 
Rape of the Sabines» is by Gian Bologna ; a marble 
group representing Ajax Dying, is a Greek work, 
restored by S. Ricci. Hercules and the Gentaur , is 
by Gian Bologna. The Perseus in bronzè and bis 
base orned ofpretty small statues, are a fine work 
by B. Cellini. The Judith by Donatello, is the sta- 
tue in bronzo lookiìig^wards the Ufizj and esecu- 
ted , to commemorate the driving away of the Duke • 
of Athens (1343). Till 1495 this group remained in 
the house of Peter of Medicis , and when these were 
driven away , it was placed opposite the door of the 
Palace in the place which is now occupied by the 
group of Hercules and Cacus , which group. ceded 
the place in 1533. In the back'wall were inserted 
(1860) a barometer and a thermometer. 

The Piaxxa del Duomo, was originally very 
small. The last enlargement was in 1825. There one 
sees the Misericordia Ghapel, and the two statues of 
the two great architects of the Cathedral, Arnolfo di 
Cambio, and Filippo Brunelleschi , by Pampaloni, 
which were sculptured in 1830. Of the two Mo- 
numents , which , besides the Cathedral , adorn this 
square , see Churches. We must not however omit 
mentioning the little Portico, one side of which 
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forms a corner of Via Calzajoli , and is called the 
liossìa del Biffallo 9 the author of this elegant 
loge is unknown , as are the authors of the very fine 
pictures which it contains. It has been well resto- 
red 1865. 

Piazxa and Mioggisi of the Mercato IVao- 
To. This square is occupied by the elegant Loge 
of the same name, built by B. del Tasso, in ^547. 
The superior part is used as a depot for the Àr- 
chives of the Notarial acts. This market is used by 
the silk and Straw market. The i)ronze Wild Bear 
placed in the centro of the front elevations is by 
Tacca, it is a copy of that one in marble, which 
is in the Gallery of Ufizj. 

Piazza dell' Indipendenza. The largest and 
finest in the City. 

Piazza S. Croce* This square is celebrated in 
the history of the Republic for the frequent popular 
meetings held therein. The fountain, which originally 
was in stono, was replaced by one in marblein iSi6. 
The colossal statue of Dante in the centro is by 
Pamsi; it was inaugurated on the U^»» of May 1865, 
on the occasion of the Festival of Dante. 

Piazza S. liorenzo. Is to be observed a mar-r 
ble statue by B, Bandinelli , representing Giovanni 
delle Bande Nere , the father of Cosimus I. 

Piazza S. Maria Modella. The two pyrami»^ 
des in variegatod marble fróm Seravezza, were erec- 
ted in 1608; the bronzo tortoises on which they 
repose, are by Gian Bologna. The Loggia called S. 
Paul 's, opposite the church, was built in 1451 ac« 
cording to the design of Brunelleschi. 
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PiassA della SS. Annnnxlata. The Loggia 
of the church was built after a design by Antonio 
da S. Gallo. The Portico to the right of the Found- 
ling Hospital ( the Innocenti ) is by Brunelleschi, 
The children are by And. della Robbia, and the 
frescoes are by Poccetti. The equestrian statue of 
Ferdinand I, is by Gian Bologna. The two fountains 
are by Pietro Tacca. 

P lassa S. Trlaita- On one side of this sqaare 
there is the Town-Hall. In the centro, Ihere is a 
column surmounted by a statue of Justice by Gadda. 
The column , which is of orientai granite, belonged 
to the Antonino Terme, and was presented to Cosi- 
mus I by Pius IV. 

Gh-urclies. 

The Dwomo. S. Maria del Fiore. The founr 
dation stono was laid in 429S by Cardinal Peter 
Yaleriani, legate of Boniface YIH. The Republic gave 
the building of it to Arnolfo di Cambio da Colle , 
by a decrect really worthy of a free People* GioUo , 
Taddeo Gaddi , Orcagna , and Ghiberti continued 
the work begun by Arnolfo, and fioally Brunel- 
leschi completed it with bis Cupola , which renders 
it one of the finest monuments of modem times. The 
length of the tempie is 153 metres, the breath 40, 
the height frqm the ground to the extremity of the 
cross àbout 115. The exterior, eccept the front, 
which has never been completed is covered with 
white, black and green marble. On the south side 
over the door near to the Tower , is a Virgin Mary 
by Niccolò Aretino; over the second door a Virgin 



Mary and two Angels attributed to Gio. Pisano. On 
the N. side over the entrance , near to the front , is 
a Virgin Mary attributed to Jacopo della Quercia. 
Over the second, there is the Àssumption of the 
Virgin by Nanni di Antonio di Banco; and two 
little statues by Donatello ; in the lunette is a fine 
Annuncia tion by Ghirlandajo. The doors are worthy 
of remark for the elegance of their ornaments. The 
Interior is rather dark owing to the smallness of the 
Windows , and the rich deep colours of the beautiful 
stained glass with they are adorned, which were 
made by Domenico Livi da Gambasso , after the de- 
signs of Ghiberti and Donatello. The tesselated pa- 
vement in white , red and blue marble , is attribu- 
ted to Michelangelo , Baccio d* Agnolo , and Fran- 
cesco da S. Gallo, Over the principal front entrance 
is a mosaic composition by Gaddo Gaddi , represen- 
ting the Coronation of the Virgin ; on the two si- 
des may be seen sonie angels by Santi di Tito. 
Over the right front door , is an equestrian statue 
of Marrucci di Tolentino , painted by Andrea del 
i Castagno. Over the door to the left is an equestrian 

I statue of Hawkwood , an Englishman , called Aguto, 

■ who was in the service of the Republic ; it was 

painted by Paolo Uccello. On the right band wall 
entering from the S. side is the monument of Bru- 
nelleschi. The bust is by bis pupil Buggiano. The 
monutnent of Giotto ; the bust is by Benedetto da 
Majano. The Mausolean of Marsilio Ficino , the bust 
is by Andrea Ferrucci. The Tribune on the right 
band contains the statues of S.< Philip and S.^ James, 
by G. Bandini. The pictures in the chapel are by 
Bicci di Lorenzo. It was in the Sacristy of this 
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catbedral that Lawrence of Medicis took refuge when 
he narrowly escaped the daggers of the Pazzi con- 
spirators. The high aitar is surrounded by five cha- 
pels. In the centre chapel, dedicated to S/ Za- 
nobio , the Silver basreliefs by F. Bambi and Ghi- 
berti on the sbrino of the Saint, are well worth ob- 
serving. The statue of S.' Mathew is by Donatello ; 
that of S.^ Mark by Niccolò Aretino , and that of S.^ 
Peter, by Baccio Bandinelli. The octagonal choir was 
constructed according to the designs of Giuliano di 
Baccio d'Agnolo , and the ornaments in basrelief , by 
Bandinelli and his pupil Giovanni dell'Opera, Behind 
the high aitar, is a group, called Piety, left unifinished 
by Michelangelo. The sacristy contains some fine 
bronzo basreliefs by L, della Robbia; the Resurrection 
over the door is by the same artist. In this sacristy 
there is a marble basin by Buggiano ; the friez of 
children supporting flowers and fruit , is by Dona- 
tello, Tribune to the left: the picture in the chapel of 
S.* Joseph is attributed to Lor^mso di Credi. The 
statue on the pillar of the cupola, representi ng 
S.* James , is by Sansovino. On the wall to the left 
there is a painting by Domenico di Michelino re- 
presenting Dante, with a view of Florence in 
the back-ground , and an allusion to his Poero ; the 
only and miserable monument that the Republic 
raised (U65) to the memory of the Divine Poete so 
unjustly exiled by it. The statue of Poggio Brac- 
ciolini by Donatello. The bust of Anthony Squar- 
cialupi, music-master, by Benedetto da Majano, 
Any choral books contain some precious antique 
miniatures by Fra Eustachio , Monti di Giovanni , 
and oUiors. Before leaving this grand Church we shall 
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give a short descriptioa of the origin of the cupola. 
The idea of the same was already in the designs by 
Arnolfo, bui not in the proportions, which Brunel- 
leschi gave it. It was he, who imagined the possi- 
bility of joining the four exterior tribunes and raising 
more bis cupola ; he thought supporting it by means 
M. iì, 85 in height opening on ali sides large bull 's 
eyes , which give a beautiful light to the interior. 
The difficulties which Brunelleschi must bave met 
with in carrying out bis project in opposition to the 
opinion of a great number. of Italian and foreign 
architects , were very numerous and such as would 
bave wearied and disgusted any other man but a Bru^ 
nelleschi. Finally he was able to obtain the prefe- 
rence of continuing bis work up to the lantern , of 
which he drew the design, but had not the happiness 
of seeing it finished owing to bis death, which hap- 
pened in 4446. Tbis cupola greatly surpasses in 
hight and circumference that of S. Peter 's at Ro- 
me ; although it has been struck by lightning many 
times, it stili remains intact. Cosimus I orderd it 
to he painted partly by Vasari , after whose death 
it was continued and finished by F. Zuccheri, 

The CamiNinlle, or Bell-tower , was designed 
by Giotto, and the foundation stone laid in 1334. 
The work after bis death was continued by Taddeo 
Gaddi, who omitted adding the pyramid which would 
bave raised it 28 metres more. The total hight is 
Sk m. It is covered with every kind of coloured 
marbles. On the principal front are the four Evan- 
gelists, the first three by Donatello , and the fourth 
by Giovanni de' Rossi. The finest is S.^ Matthew ; 
called the baldhead. On the south front four prò- 
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phets ; three by Andrea Pisano , and the other is 
attributed to Giottino, The Eastern front exhibits 
four Saints , two by Donatello, and two by Niccolò 
Aretino. On the Northern front, the four statues are 
by Luca della Robbia, and Nanni di Bartolo. The 
little statues over the door and the basreliefs re- 
present the seven works of Mercy , and some facts 
taken from the Old Testament; they are by Andrea 
Pisano. Fidia , Apelles , Plato , Aristotle , Ptolomy, 
Euclid, and the seven Sacraments, are the works 
of Giotto. The basreliefs representing : Grammar, 
Philosophy, Geometry, Astronomy and Music are by 
Luca della Robbia. 

Tlie Battistero , or basilic of S.< John. This 
octagon edifice , which was built in the VII centary 
with the materials of an ancient pagan tempie , was 
the Metropolitan of the town till 4428. The vaulted 
ceiling was open in the centro like the Pantheon at 
Rome, it was closed by the lantern in* 4550 and 
afterwards restored and covered with marble by 
Arnolfo in 1S93. But what merits especial attention 
are the magnificent bronzo Gates, so celebrated in 
the history of Fine Arts. The one to the S. is co- 
vered with basreliefs which represent the life of 
S.^ John by Andrea Pisano. The designs and orna- 
ments in bronzo on the sides are by Ghiberti. The 
Statues in bronzo over the door , are by V, Danti. 
But the gate by Andrea Pisano was greatly sur- 
passed by the one facing the Gathedral, which is by 
Ghiberti and which Michelangelo said was worthy 
of being the Gate of Paradise. We will just note 
the designs of this gate, which Ghiberti finished in 
44.52. The Creation of the World. The sentence of 
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God oa our IBrst Parents on being turned out of the 
terrestial Paradise. Noah after the deluge. The pro- 
mise made to Abraham, and the sacrifice on the 
Mount. Esaù ceding hìs birthright. Joseph and hìs 
Brothers. The Law given from Mount Sinai. The 
walls of Jerìcho. The battio with the Ammonites. 
The Queen of Sheba in Solomon 's palace. The sta- 
tues above are by Andrea da S, Savino. The Angel 
was resculptured according to the old model by In- 
nocenzo Spinazzi, The two columnes of porphory 
were given by the Pisans to the Florentines in 1200 
asa taken of their gratitude for the succour recieved 
from the latter in the war against the Luccheses. 
The door to the N. is also by Ghiberti, who fìbished 
it in usi-, after 20 years labour. It contains the 
history of Jesus Ghrist up to the Ascension. The 
three statues above, and the ornaments are by Fran- 
cesco Rustici. In the coocourse for the construction 
of these gates , Ghiberti , who was only 23 years 
of age , was prefered , although the first geniuses of 
that tiroe , Brunelleschi , Jacopo della Fonte , Simo- 
ne da Colle, and Donatello, were candidates. 

Interior. The mosaic with which the cupola is 
studded, are by Andrea Tafi , Apollonio Greco , /a- 
eopo da Turrita , Taddeo and Agnolo Gaddi, Dome- 
nico Ghirlandaio, Alessio Baldovinetti, etc. The for- 
mer baptismal font was in the centro of the church , 
the present one is attributed to Giovanni Pisano. The 
paper statues are by Ammannaii. The Monument of 
B. Coscia , afterwards Pope John XXIII , is by Do- 
natello. The statue of Faith is by Michelozjsi. The 
statue of S.^ John and the Angels over the prìncipal 
Aitar , and the basreliefs of the Baptistery are by 
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Girolamo TicciatL The wooden statues of S.' Mary 
Magdalen is by Donatello. On the festival day of 
S.^ John a soHd Silver Aitar is placed in the centre 
of the Church , ornamented with basreliefs , repre- 
sentiog the history of the Saint. This magnificent piece 
of work was dono by Maso Finiguerra, Antonio 
del Pollaiolo , Maestro Cione^ M. Michelozai , Ver- 
rocchio , and other artists of that epoch. 

SS<. Apostoli. (The square is called, del Limbo) 
Though tradition says the edifìce belongs to the Vili 
century , the archiologists do not consider the style 
anterior to the XI century. The fresco on the front 
belongs to the XIV century , work of the Fiorentine 
SchooL The door is by Benedetto da Roveazano, 
Simple and beautiful is the architecture of this 
little Church. There are also some interesting mo- 
nument to be seen : The monument of Otto Alto- 
viti, by Benedetto da Roveazano; that of Bindo 
Altoviti , by a pupil of Ammannati ; the tomb of 
Donato Acciaioli , by an unknown author ; the Ta- 
bemacle in terra-cotta , by Luca della Robbia ; the 
Immaculate Conception is consideréd one of Vasari 's 

Master-pieces. 

S. Ambrogio. (The square bears the some 
name). It was founded in the niuth century, and 
rebuilt in the eigbteenth , by Foggini. The frescoes 
on the front, and the greatar part of these in the 
interior were, executed by X. Ademollo (1833). In 
the interior a Virgin Mary and Saints, belong to 
the school of L. di Credi ; an Annunciation by an 
unknown author; the Virgin Mary on the throne 
by Agnolo Gaddi; the DeposiUon from the Cross, 
belongs to the Giotto School. In the chapel called 
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the Cappella del Miracolo , is a fine fresco by Co^ 
Simo Rosselli , representing a procession. A marble 
aitar by Mino da Fiesole. The high aitar is by 
Poggini; the Birth of Cbrist, by Ademollo; the fre- 
scoes OQ the vaulted ceiling is by Ranieri della 
Pace. 

S9* Annaoxlata. It was erècted in the XIII. 
century. On entering the church , we must cross a 
small court in which the stranger would do weli to 
stay and observe the frescoes enclosed in the glass 
frames. To the right on enterfng, we see the As- 
sumptiun , by del Rosso ; the Yisitation , by Jacopo 
da Pontormo ; the Marriage of the Virgin , by Fran- 
ciabigio ; the Nativity of the Virgin , by Andrea del 
Sarto ; the Magi , by the Same ; the Nativity of 
Chrìst , by A. Baldovinetti ; S.* Philip Benizii , by 
Cosimo Rosselli. The other frescoes which repre- 
serit the life of S.^ Philip are by Andrea del Sarto. 
The bust of Andrea del Sarto is by G. Caccini. 
The design of the interior of the Church is by Ani. 
Giamberti ; and Gherardo Silvani added the marble 
decorations. The fresco on the ceiling is by Vol- 
terrano. The pictures between the window are 
almost ali by C. Ulivelli. In the first chapel on the 
right , is a picture of the Virgin and Saints , by 
Jacopo da Empoli ; the frescoes are by Matteo Ros- 
selli. Farther on in the next chapel , is the martyr- 
dom of S.^ Lucia by Vignali ; the frescoes on the 
Wall are bv Volterrano. The Monument of Prof. Ne- 
spoli, by Nencetti; the bust by Bariolini. The 
Monument of the Engraver Gara vaglia, by Nendni; 
that of Orlando de' Medici, by Simone di Niccolò 
di Retto ; the frescoes on the wall are by Ulivelli, 
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A Piety , by Baccio Bandinella The design of the 
round of the choir is by L. B. Alberti. The frescoes 
of the cupola are by Volterrano. Ì!he Chapel of the 
Virgin called, of the Souccours, was built according 
to the design by Gian Bologna , and with bis mo- 
nay, by whom were also bis tomb, the Crucifix, 
and the basreliefs, which merit being seen; the 
cupola was painted by Poccetti. Prosecuting we find 
a Resurreclion by Ang. Bronzino. The Virgin and 
Saints by Perugino. In the Villani Chapel are bu- 
ried the two historians John Mattew and Philip Vil- 
lani. A painting composed of many figures, repre- 
senting the Assumption , is by Perugino. The redu- 
ced copy of Michelangelo 's Last Judgement is by 
Ales. Allori , by whom are also the frescoes in the 
chapel. The statue of S.^ Dominic is by Marcelli- 
ni , and that of S.' Francis , by Cateni. The Chapel 
of the Annunziata is rich with roarbles; and the 
Aitar is quite dazzling with Silver and precious sto- 
nes. The design of the chapel is by M. Michelozzi^ 
( 1448). The canopy which was added in the XVII 
century spoils the proportions. The image of the 
Virgin so much worshipped , according to Vasari , is 
by Pietro Cavallini, but according to popular belief, 
was painted by Angels ; as a work of art , it has 
no great merit. It is exposed only on extraordinary 
occasions. The head of our Saviour is by And. del 
Sarto. The chapel which is also used as a choir is 
richly incrusted with ornaments in pietra dura; there 
is stili preserved a wooden Crucifix by A. da S. 
Gallo. On going out of the Church and entering the 
corridor which leads to the Cloister , we there find: 
the frescoes by Poccetti. The architecture of the 
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cloister is by Cronaca and Baglioni. The frescoes 
are by Poccetti, A, Mascagni, Matteo Rosselli, 
and Ventura Salimbeni, (15^-1650.) But what 
merits particolar attention is the celebrated Madon» 
na del Sacco , by And. del Sarto ( 4525 ) , over the 
door which gives access from the cloister to the 
churoh. From the Cloister, we pass in to S.< Luke 's 
Chapel belonging to the Accademy of Fine Arts, 
where we observe a S.* Luke , by Fasori ; a Tri- 
nity , by Ang, Bronzino ; S.* Gosimus and S.^ Da- 
miauus, by B. Angelico, The Statues^in terra cotta 
are by Montorsoli, Cammillani, etc. 

Badia. ( Via del Proconsolo), Built in 978, and 
rebuilt in 4625 , by the Archi tect Matteo Segaloni. 
Outside over the interior entrance , is a marble 
Virgin by Mino da Fiesole, Inside, may he seen, 
the monument of 6. Pandolfini by an unknown au* 
thor; that of B. Giugni by Mino da Fiesole; a 
basrelief by the same , representing the Virgin , with 
S.' Laurence and S.' Léonard; the monument of 
Count Ugo by Mino da Fiesole: An Assumption by 
Vasari, and some remains of frescoes, attributed 
to Masaccio and Bronzino. The present tower was 
built about 1330. 

The Caratine. ( The square bears the same 
name), This church was founded in the XIII cen- 
tury, and nearly destroyed by fire in 1771; it was 
rebuilt by G, Buggeri and G, Mannajoni. The fla- 
mes destroyed ali but the Sacristy and the Brancacci 
Chapel, a real sanctuary of paintings, where our 
great painters were inspired. In this chapel is to be 
observed the following frescoes : 1 .«^ Masaccio , the 
Expulsion of Adam and Ève. g."** F. Lippi , S.* Paul 
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visiting S.* Peter in prison. 3."^ Masaccio, Jesus 
commandìng S.* Peter to take the Tribute Monay 
from the fish. in this fresco the author has painted 
his own portrait among the 42 Aposties, which is 
that next to the window , with mustaches and a 
wig, and a mantle thrown over his shoulders, 4.^^ 
,The resurrection of the nephew of the King; 
the group of 5 figures is by Lippi; the other 
figures were painted by Masaccio , except the naked 
boy, which is by Lippi together with the ten per- 
sons, which finish with the figure in profile , wea- 
ring a cap and looking at the boy. S.^ Peter in the 
pulpit , by Masaccio. 5.i*» Masolino , S.' Peter prea- 
ching. 6.'*» Masaccio , S.^ Peter and S.' John healing 
the inferms by their shadow. 7.'^ Masaccio , S.' Pe- 
ter baptizing. 8.'^ Masaccio y S.^ Peter distributing 
alms. 9.* Masolino , S.* Peter healing the cripple, 
and raising Petronilla from the dead. 40.*'*® Lippi, 
the Crucifixion of S.^ Peter; S.' Paul before the 
Proconsul. The first head in the angle to the right 
is the portrait of Filippino Lippi. ii,^ Masolino, 
Adam and Ève under the forbidden tree. 1 2.^*» Lip- 
pi, S.^ Peter delivered from prison. On the aitar is 
an ancient painting of the Madonna del Carmine, 
in the Greek style, supposed to he brought from 
Greece , in the XIII century. In the choir , the tomb 
of the Gonfaloniere Sederini , by Ben» da Rovess^ 
zano, is well worth observation. In the Corsini 
chapel , the marble basreliefs are by Foggini , and 
the frescoes on the ceiling , by Luca Giordano. In 
4858, were disco vered in the sacristy some good 
frescoes attributed to Spinello Aretino SchooU 
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S. Croee. ( The square bears the same nume ]. 
This church , which by right we may cali the Ita- 
lian PantheoD , was desigoed by that genius who 
erected a pari of the Cathedral, Arnolfo di Cam- 
bio da Colle (1295). It was restored, and the altars 
on the side naves were added by Vasari in the XVI 
century. The marble frontispice of which Pius IX, on 
the ìiM of Àugust 1857, laid the foundation stone, 
was erected by the architect Matas , after a design 
by Cronaca f modified by the same. The basrelief 
over the principal entrance , is of surprising beauty, 
it represents the Elevation of the Cross , by Dupré. 
The Madonna Addolorala above is by the same. 
The belltower was erected in 1847 , by Cav. Bac- 
cani. The church , which is in the forra of a latin 
cross , is in length about 116 metres, and wide 39; 
of a severe style, lighted by very fine colored win* 
dows; the roof is sustained by octagon gothic co* 
lumns. 

Interior. Over the principal entrance is a bronzo 
statue by Donatello, In the right aisle on entering , 
is the tomb of Michelangelo , in which are the sta- 
tues of the three sister arts: Painting, by G. B. 
Lorenzi ; Sculpture , by doli ; and Architecture , by 
Giovanni dell' Opera. The portrait of Michelangelo 
is by Lorenzi, The painting on the aitar, repre- 
senting Christ hearing bis Cross , is by Vasari, The 
Monument to Dante , is a modem work , by Ricci. 
The Monument to Alfieri , by Canova, The pulpito 
opposite is a real master-piece by Ben, da Majano, 
The Monument of Macchiavelli , is by Innocenzo 
Spinazzi, The fresco of S.* Francis and S.' lohn 
the Baptist, by A, del Castagno, An Annunciation 
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in stone ( now painted white } , is attrìbuted to Do- 
natello, The Monument of Léonard Bruni is by B. 
Rossellini; Ihe Virgin above is by A, Verrocchio. 
The tomb of Peter Anthony Micheli and the Mau- 
soleum of Leopold Nobili , are by Leopoldo Vene- 
ziani ; the basrelief is by Pozzi. Before the column 
of the chief aisle is a nìonument of Vincent Àlber* 
ti , by Santarelli. Turning to the rìght : we see the 
chapel of the Blessed Sacrament (closed) ; the fres- 
coes are by Stamina ; an ancient tomb one of the 
Castellani ; a mausoleum of the Gountesse of Àlbany, 
by Giovannozzi ; the Àngels and the basreliefs , are 
by Santarelli. The Last-Supper on the aitar is by 
Vasari, 

Baroncelli Chapel. The ceiling , the left wall and 
that opposite are covered with paintings by Taddeo 
Gaddi. On the opposite wall is an authentic pain- 
ting by Giotto, representing the Coronation of the 
Virgin. The fresco on the other wall , is by B, Mai^ 
nardi , a pupil of Ghirlandaio. On the aitar , is the 
Body of Christ , a mediocre work by B, Bandinelli. 
The Virgin with the Child , a group by V. Perugino. 
The door to the right gives access to the Convent. 
The door , the passage , and the Chapel , called del 
Noviziato , are by Michelozzi. In the corridor one 
sees , over the church door , a fresco by Pontormo 
&chool {?) , some modem tombs among which , there 
is that of the sculptor Bartolini by Romanelli ; the 
great wooden Crusifix isattributed io Margaritone. 

In the chapel called del Noviziato: on the aitar 
is a Virgin surrounded by Àngels and Saints, by 
Della Robbia; and many interesting works belon- 
ging to the Giotto School. In the Sacristy , the grea^ 
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ter part of Ihé frescoed are of thè Giotto School , 
and some of them , by Agnolo Gaddi. The Rènuc- 
cini chapel near thè Sacrtsty ( sepàratèd from it by 
a railiDg) , is decorated with frescoes attributed to 
Taddeo Gaddi, Oh i^eentérihg the church, in the 
first chapel to the right , are to be seetì two frescoes 
of the Giotto School, and the Assumption by C. Al- 
lori. In the sécond chdpel, the Invention ot the 
Cross by Bilivétti , and S.' Francis , by Passigna- 
no; the plaintings on the wall are by Gio. da S. 
Giovanni. In the third chapel , the Monument of the 
Princesse Charlotte Bonaparte , sculptured , by Bar- 
tolini; and the Assumption by Bezzuoli. In the 
fourth chapel , a pàinting by And. del Sàlcio. Some 
well preserved frescoes lately discovered and re- 
siored, (1842-60) are by Giotto. In the fifth chapel, 
a tabernacle containirig à portrait of S.' Francis, by 
Cinlabue; and some véry fine paiiitrngs, by Giotto^ 
bave been lately discovered (1853). On the pilaster 
of this chapel and oh the other corrisponding one 
beyond the high altat , there are two bronze tablets 
containing the naraes of the Tuscans, who died figh- 
ting fòr thè Indipendencè of Italy in 1848, on the 
battld fiéids df Montanara and Curtàtoue. thè high 
aitar is by ^ G. Vasati ; the cboir contàins some 
paintinlgs by Agnolo Gaddi. In the first chapel after 
the high aitar , some modem frescoes , by G. Mar- 
tellini. In the second, there ìò nothing xvorty of 
observation. In Ihe third chapel dedicated to S. 
Anthony of Padu'a , some modem frescoes and pain- 
tihgs, by L. Saòatélli and by bis sohs. In the fourth 
chapel , the frescoes are by B. Daddi, and the sculp- 

tures by L. della Robbia school. In the fifth cha-

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pel , the frescoes are by Giottino , the Annunciatioo 
by the Vasari schooL 

NiGGOLUii Ghapbl. (closed by a railing). The de- 
sigQ Ì8 by B, Dono ; the frescoes on the wall are 
by Volterrano ; the Àssumption and the GoroDation, 
by Allori; the statues and the MoDuments by 
Francavilla. 

Bardi Chapbl , near the precediDg : A Virgin and 
Child after the iSiotto schooL In the tabernacle on 
the aitar, a wooden Christ on the Cross, by Do^ 
natello. In the follo wing chapel : the painting over 
the aitar , by Ligoa^i ; and the mausoleum of the 
Countesse Zamoyska , by Bartolini, Before the co- 
lumn of the principal aisle the monument of L. B. 
Alberti , by Bartolini, In the left nave , there is a 
monument to the celebrated engraver , Raphael Moc- 
ghen , by Pantacchiotti, The painting over the aitar 
is by Vasari. The Maousoleum erected to the me- 
mory of Charles Marzuppini , is by Des, da Setti- 
gnano. The sarcophagus of Fossombroni , by Barto- 
lini. One painting by Vasari and the other by G. 
Stradano. At the pillar a Piety, by Ang. Allori. 
Two paintings by Santi di Tito. The monument of 
Galileo is a work of the decline of arts. The pain- 
ting over the last aitar , is by JValdtm. 

Gloistbr , to which , entrance is obtained by the 
lateral door of the right nave. In the court there is 
the Pazzi chapel, called, del Capitolo, designed 
by Brunelleschi ; the ornaments and basreliefs in 
terra^cotta, are by L. della Robbia. The statue in 
the centro of Ihe cloister , representing the Creator, 
is by Bandinelli. In the old refectory there is a 
fine fresco worth observing, attributed to Giotto. 
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S. Es'd^^« ( The church is attached to the Hos- 
pital of S, Maria Nuova). It was built in Ul9, 
by Lorenzo di Bicci, It coatains a Virgin in terra- 
cotta, by L, della Robbia ; a marble tabernacle , by 
Mino da Fiesole; a Descent from tbe Cross, by Àles. 
Allori ; S.^ Lewis , by Volterrano ; an Assumption , 
by Jacopo da Empoli. For the description of the 
front of the Hospital, see: Hospital of S. Maria Nuova. 

9. Fellee. ( The square bears the same name). 
There we may observe the Virgin and some saints 
by Mie. Ghirlandaio. S. Maximus aided by S.* Fe- 
lix, a fresco by Gio. da S. Giovanni. À painting 
with a pyx by Neri di Bicci. A fresco above , by 
an unknown arfist. S.^ Domenic and other Saints 
painted by Empoli. S. Matthew called to the apostle- 
ship by M. Rosselli. S.^ Roch , S.^ Catharine , and 
S.* Anthony , by Pier di Cosimo. 

fi^. Felieita. ( The square bears the same tia- 
me). Built in 4310 (?) ; and rebuilt in 1736 by Ferd. 
Ruggeri. On entering to the right, one sees the 
Descent from the Cross , and the Evangelists on the 
Wall, by Pontormo. S. Felicita by fi. Berti. A 
wooden Cross with figure , by And. da Fiesole. The 
Virgin honourd by Saints , by an unknown author. 
To the left : a painting and a fresco , by Poccetti. 
S. Sebastian, by F. Boschi. S. Lewis, by S. Pi- 
gnoni. The Marriage of the Virgin , by Martellini. 
The Nativity,by Santi di Tito. The Resurrection, 
by A. Tempesti. The Adoration of the Sages , by 
Cianfanelli. 

In the sacristy , there is a S. Felicita , by Neri 
di Bicci. In the Cloister , are stili preserved some 
frescoes of the XIV and XV centuries. 
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fik Flrense. ( The square bears the samfi na- 
me), Built after the design of Silvani , Ruggeri , 
Ferri . and del Rosso, In the interior , are the Mar- 
tyrs , by Stradano. The cupola of the chapel of the 
Blessed Sacrament, was painted by L. Sabaielli. 

S. C^aetaiiQ. ( The square bears the same na- 
me). This church is a work of the decline of arts 
and it was rebuilt in the XYII century. In the in- 
terior, the statues and the basreliefs are by Fog- 
giniy Piamontini, Fortini , Novelli , Pettirossi and 
Catenù In the choir , there is a bronze Crucifix by 
F. Susini* The Silver tabernacle is the work of 
Ben. Petrucci. The paintings over the altare , are by 
Vannini , Vignali , Rosselli , Boschi , and others too 
numerous to mention* 

S. Oloirnanliio. (Cavour Street), It vsras re- 
built about the end of the XVI century; the* front 
is a modem work. Inside the fréscoes among the 
piliars , representing the life of Ghrist , are by Pas^ 
signano , Barbièri , Bronzino , Santi di Tito , Cor- 
rodi and Ligosai, The paintings over the altars, 
are by Allori , Corradi , Dondini , Puglieschi , ecc. 

S. liorenmm. ( The square bears the same na- 
me). This church in the form of a T was built in 
390 and consacrated by S.^ Ambrose in 393. It was 
rebuilt and enlarged in 4059, and consacrated by 
Nicolas It It was afterwards almost entirely des- 
troyed by fire , and rebuilt after a design by Bru» 
Vielleschi. The high aitar was consacrated in 1464. 
This edifico was cleaned and decorated a few 
years ago. The precious basraliefs which adorn the 
two pulpits are really worth minute attention ; they 
are the work of Donatello , completed by bis pupil 
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Bertoldo. On the paviment ioptinediately before the 
high aitar, there are the arms of the Hedicis , ìdcIì- 
catiog the place where underneath 19 erected the 
tomb of Cesimus the first. AaK>ng the pictures orna- 
menting this church , we shall note : the Marriage 
of the Virgin, by il Rosso fkor; a table of the XIV 
century , representing the Virgin and aocoe saints , 
by an unknown artist; the Ànnunciation by Fra 
PiL Lippi; on the loft wall a larga fresco repre- 
senting the martyrdom of S.^ Lawrence, is by 
Bronzino, 

In thb olb Sàcustt , where we may observe 
many fine works of art by Donatello , which are : 
the amali doors, the Evangelists, the bust of S.^ 
Lawrence , the sarcopha^us containiog the bone3 of 
John of Medicis , called Bicci , and other objects. 
The Nativity of Jesus Chris! ,, the paintlng; over the 
doar , is the work of RaffaellinQ del Garbo, 

Thb Nbw Sagristt. By John of Medicis ( Leon X } 
the order for the construction of this chapel, was 
given to Michelangelo y who with bis owq design 
erected it by order of Clement VII , who Intended 
to bury bis relations there. The great artist , not 
satisfied with distloguishing hiitiseU in this work 
SIS an architect , wished also to leave us among the 
mOQUQpents, which it contains, same works really 
worthy of bis great nanae. 

The first to the rìght is the tomb of Julian of 
Wedi€is , duke of Nemours and brother to Leon X. 
The statue of JuUan seated in a foe attitude is pla^ 
ced over the two fine statues personifying Day and 
Night. ThiQ naturalness of these symbolic figures is so 
great that the Poet J. B. Strozzi wrote ci the former : 
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« La notte, che tu vedi ia si dolci atti 
Dormire , fu da un' Angelo scolpita 
In questo sasso , e , perchè dorme , ha vita : 
Destala se no '1 credi, e parleratti » 

To which Michelangelo , wishing to allude to the lost 
liberties of Florence , answered. 

« Grato m' è il sonno , e più V esser di sasso, 
Mentre che'l danno e la vergogna dura 
Non veder , non sentir, m' è gran ventura 
Però non mi desiar , deh ! parla basso » 

The second monument was erected in memory of 
Lawrence of Medicis , duke of Urbino. The attitude 
of the statue caused it , is called « // Pensiero » 
(Thought); the other represent T wilight, and the Dawn 
of Day. Before leaving the chapel, we should observe 
an unfinished but very fine group , by Michelangelo 
representing the Virgin and Child. The statue of 
S.^ Cosimus by Fra G. A. Montorsoli and that of 
S.' Damian by Raf. da Montelupo. 

Tlie Medleeaii Cbapel. It was begun in 4604 
under Ferdinand the first, by Matteo Nigetti, after 
a design by the Priuce John of Medicis. Workmen 
are stili constantly employed in finishing it. It was 
originally destined to receive the Blessed Sepulchre, 
which the Emir Faccardino had promised to get 
out of the hands of. the Infidels ; but being deluded 
in this hope , Cosimus the second destined it to re- 
ceive the tombs of bis family. This chapel is rich 
in pietre dure and precious marbles , but its archi- 
tectare , is of no great merit. The statue of Cosi* 
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mus the first in bronze , is by Gian Bologna ; that 
of Ferdinand I , is by Tacca. The pictures on the 
ceiling of the cupola were executed by Benvenuti 
( 4828-1837). Under this chapel there are the tombs 
of the Dukes of Tuscany. 

8. Marco. (The square bears the same name), 
This church was built in the XIII century , but the 
front is a modem work (1780). The convent at- 
tached is celebrated in Fiorentine history for having 
sheltered the famous Friar Savonarola; it is also 
celebrated for being the dwelling of the renowned 
painters B. Angelico and friar Bartolommeo della 
Porta. The greater part of the internai architecture 
of the Church is by Gian Bologna, 

Over the principal door is a Crusifix by Giotto. 
To the right on entering may be seen an Annun- 
ciation, a fresco by P. Cavallini; a painting by 
Santi di Tito; the Virgin enthroned by Fra Bar- 
tolommeo; a mosaic brought from Rome in 4607 
representing the Virgin ; S.* Dorainic and S.^ Ray- 
mund is a fresco in imitation of a mosaic. On lea- 
ving thè choir to the right, there is a small door 
which opens into the Blessed Sacrament chapel. 
To the left is the chapel of S.^ Antonino archbishop 
of Florence ; the Architecture and the statues re- ' 
presenting the Saint , are by Gian Bologna ; on the 
Wall are two largo frescoes; one representing the 
funeral procession , the other the burial of S.^ An- 
tonino ; both by Passignano; the sbrino of the Saint 
is by Portigiani ; the statues are by Francavilla ; 
the painting over the aitar is by Bronzino; and 
that to the right is , by B. Naldini ; the other is , by 
Fr. Poppi ; the painting on the vaulted ceiling is, by 
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Poccetti; the paintings ia clear-dark are by Ales, 
Allori . ContinuiDg the same direction we may ob- 
serve a painting , by Cigoli ; a Virgin èntroned , by 
Gabbiani ; S.^ Vincent Ferreri , begun by Vannini, 
and finished by Passignano ; the last painting is 
by B. Paggi. 

The convent which may be called a Gallery of 
Pictures , fpr the great number of paintings it con- 
tains, are by Beato Angelico, The first cloìster is 
decorated with frescoes , by B, Angelico, Over the 
door and on the wall, opposite the church is J. C. 
leaving the sepulchre, by B. Angelico^ the other 
figures are by G. B. Vanni, Of the first lunettes, 
three are by Poccetti; the others by Tiarini. On 
the walls are drawn J. C. appearing to S.^ Doini- 
nic , by B. 4^gelico ; the history of the same spini , 
by Poccetti ; S.^ Thomas Aquinas , by B, Angelico; 
the Miracle of the key in the body of the fish , by 
Vanni, On the wall forming the side of the church, 
the first lunette is by Boschi; the three drawing, by 
Poccetti; the others by Coccapani and Boschi, Over 
the church dopr is , S.^ Peter Martyr , by B, An^ 
gelico ; the other figures are by Vanni, On the last 
wall we bave : J. C. and S.^ Donc^inic by B, Ange- 
lieo. The first two lunettes , by Poccetti ; the two 
following, by Dandini; and the last, by Rosselli, 
In the room called D^l Capitolo, is a very fine 
fresco reprf senting Christ betwee|[i the two thie ves ; 
at the foot of the cross are S.^ Mary , S.^ Mary 
Magdalen , S.^ Mark , S> John the Baptist , S.^ Law- 
rence, S.^ John the Evangelist, S.^ Gosimus» and 
S.^ I)|amian« On the lefi wall , S.^ Dominio, S.^ Am- 
brose, S.^ Augustine, S.^ Jerome, S.^ Francis, 
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S.t Bernard, S.^ Rorauald, S.^ Peter Martyr aad 
S.^ Thomas Aquinas ; above are the Saints aad other 
Blessed Men of the Domeoican Order. On the side 
Wall, some Prophetes and Sybills. Io the upper 
corridor, or passage, the Aonunciation, Ghrist on the 
Cross , a Virgin surrouoded by Saints ; and an Ado- 
ration of the Sages ; ali the work of B. Angelico. 
In short ali the cells possesses some pìctures of a. 
religious character. Jhe Coronation of the Virgin is 
one of the finest frescQes, by B. Angelico. The li- 
brary contains a messal ornamented with miniaturea, 
attributed to Angelico , and a psalter or psalm hook 
full of illuminiated pictures , by Fra Benedetto da 
Mugello. In the refectory there is a fine Last Sap- 
per, by D. Ghirlandajo. 

S. Maria ilasffipr^* (The square bears the 
same natnè). This church was built in the XI cen- 
tury and enlarged in the XIII by Buono; it was 
bro^ght to its present state by Buontalenti and 
Silvani , in the XVI century. The interior contains 
nothing precious ; but the pictures on the pillar to 
the right , are a work of the XIV century. 

This church oflfers the first specimen of Flpren* 
tine Architecture. 

9. Harla Madidalf;!!^ 4e' raasf . (Borgo Pin- 
ti). It was begun by Brunelleschi , and qompleted 
by Giuliano da S, Gdllo, who built the cloister 
(U79). Over the church door ; may be seen a fresco 
pf S.^ Mary Magdalen , by Poccetti. In the Interior: 
the Agopy in the Garden , by Santi di Tito ; S.* Ign«- 
tius apd S.^ Roch , by Raffaellino del Garin) ; the 
Virgin , Jesus and Saii^ta, by Pqntormo ; the Gorona-r 
tion of the Virgin , by Beato Angelico. The Chapter 
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pwwesses a very fine fresco, by Perugino, represen- 
tiog the Adoration of the Cross. 

S. Maria Novella. ( The square bears the 
same name). This church was begun ìd 4279,accor- 
diDg to the design of Fra Sisto da Firenze and 
Fra Ristoro da Campi, who were the architect 
of this very fine church , called by Michelangelo , 
his bride.' The faundation stono was laid in .4879. 
After the death of the first two architects , it was 
continued by two other friars of this convent, Fra 
Giovanni da Campi , and Fra Jacopo da Nipozìsa- 
no. The frontispice was finished in U70 after a 
design by Leon Battista Alberti. We should observe 
two astronomica! instruments placed there by Igna- 
zio Danti (1572}. The length of the tempie is about 
98 metres , and the width 28. We must not forget 
to observe an originality in its construction, which 
is, that as the arches of the naves near the high ai- 
tar , they became smaller ; an optic deception made 
use of by the architects to increase the perspective 
/oSect. Its German gothic style is very elegant. It 
was ili modified by Fasori in 4565, but not correc- 
ted by the recent repairs ( 4858-61 ). The fresco 
over the principal door is after the Lippi school. 
The Christ on the Cross is attributed to Giotto. The 
painting on the wàll at the r. of the door, is by Ma- 
saccio , the other to the left is thought to he , by A. 
Caddi. Among the difiTerent monuments existing in 
the right nave , the two belonging to the Minerbetti 
family, are by Silvio da Fiesole , and that of 6. B. 
Ricasoli , is by Taddeo da Fiesole. Of the paintings 
over the altars , the first is by Macchietti , the tbree 
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foUowing are by G. Naldini: the fifth by Jacopo 
del Meglio j and the sixth by Ligozzi. 

In the Rucbllài Chàpel. There is a fine Virgin 
by Cimabue, one of the most authentic paintiugs 
by this artist ; the Martyrdom of S.* Catharine , by 
Bugiardini and Michelangelo; S.' Lucy, by il. 
Ghirlandaio. S.* Peter Martyr, by Cigoli; the se- 
pulchre of B.*" John of Salerno , by V. Danti ; the 
sarcophagus of B.^* Villana, by Bernardo da Set^ 
tignano. The painting over the aitar in the B.^ Sa- 
crament Ghapel, is by Jacopo Vignali. The paintings 
on the walls of the chapel of Filippo Strozzi are , 
by Filippino Lippi ( 1486), Those on the sides re- 
present the miracles of S.^ Philip and S.^ John the 
Evangelist , and those on the ceiling , the four evan- 
gelists. Behind the aitar is the tomb of Filippo Stroz- 
zi, by Benedetto da Majano. The high aitar is of 
very recent construction. The frescoes are almost 
ali by il. Ghirlandaio, which for their exquisite 
beauty demand minute observation. The subjects of 
these frescoes are : On the right wall , the history 
of S.^ John the Baptist, i , Zacharias in the tempie , 
this fresco contains portraits of many Florentines, 
contemporaries of the painter; he who is holding 
up bis band is Agnolo Poliziano ; the other dressed 
33 a canon, is Marsilio Ficino, the figure turning 
to him is Gentile de' Becchi, Bishop of Arezzo ; and 
the other with white hair is Cristopher Landini. II 
The Virgin visiting S.^ Elisabeth. Ili The Nativity 
of S.^ John the Baptist. IV Zacharias declaring the 
name of the Child. V. The preaching of S.* John. 
VI. The Baptism of Jesus Christ. VII. Herod 's feast. 
On the left wall : Joachim driven out of the tempie 
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beoause childless in Israel. The head of the figure 
with a blue tuoic and red cloak is the portrait of 
the painter. II. The Nativity of the Yirgin. III.The 
preseotatioQ at the teoi^ple. IV. The Marriage of the 
Virgin. V. The Adoration of the Wise Meo. VI. The 
massacre of the Inuoceots. VII. The death of the 
Virgin. The wooden stalls are by Baccio d' Agno- 
lo. The Windows were painted by Ale&sandro Fio^ 
rentino. 

GoNDi cbàpkl (Immediatlìi io the righi). We see 
the famous wooden Crucifix, by Brunelle&chi, which 
waa executed by bina out of rivarly to Donatello. 

Gabui gbapkl, the paintings on the ceiling are 
by Ahs. Allori. There is a painting by Bron%ino; 
two mausoleuiQs designed by Michelangelo. 

Smozzi GBAPSL. The paintings on the walls ar« 
by Andrea ùircagna^ representing the Judgment 
Day , Heaven and Hell. The painting over the aitar 
is by the some artist. Over the door through which 
one passes to. ascend to the belltower, is the Coro- 
nation of the Virgio by the CHotto schooL 

Tbb @AGaisTY possesses 9oine paintings in a ward 
robe to the right. The Goronalion of the Virgin , by 
Beato Angelico , which painting is a work worthy of 
observation for its minute composition and exqui- 
site finish ; the very celebrated Madonna della Stella 
by t^e some artist ; there are two fountains , one 
by Luca della Robbia; the other by G. Fortini. 
Proceeding aloog the left nave of the churoh, the 
painting over the first aitar, Is by Bronzino; the 
second, dedicated to S.^ Catherine of Siena (tf whom 
there is a pasteboard statue painted by P^oetti; 
the third and the fourth are by Vasari; the fifth 
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i8 by Angelo Allori; the sixth and last is a mo^ 
dern work by Fattori, 

Thb Chiostro txbdb (Green Cloister) which is 
sitwìUed on the W, side of the church, tnay he 
entered either by a door in the square , or by one 
leading from the left aisle, This cloister contaiDS 
an inumefabie quantity of pictures. The great er part 
of those ìd the luoettes, are by Pàolo ÙccellOi (1390-^ 
4470). Many of these frescoes are very oduch spoilt, 
they are by an unknown painter. From bere we 
pass to the 

Cappella digli Spagholi (Spaniih chapél). Cele- 
brated for the frescoes with which it is covered. 
Those on the western wali and ofì the ceiling are 
by Taddeo Gaddi , and the other by Simone Mar* 
tifii. On the Southern wall are, the histories of 
S.^ Dominio and S> Peter Martyr. On the eastern 
wall : The Militant and Triumphant Church , repre- 
seoted as the Gate of Paradise ; on a throne are 
seated the Protectors and difenderà oF the Church , 
the Pope, the Eroperor, the King, the Cardinais, 
Bishops and many other distlnguishéd personages. 
S.^ Dominio showing to the multitude of bis audi- 
tors the way to Heaven. S.^ Peter opening the gates 
òf Paradise, where Jesus Christ is seated on a 
throne surrounded by Angels. On the North side 
we may see : Jesus Christ hearing bis cross , the 
Crucifixiott and the descent to Hell. On the We- 
stern side , S.^ Thomas Aquinas surrounded by An- 
gels, Saints, and Patriarchs, and at bis feet are 
the condemned , the leaders of ber esy and false phi- 
losophy : Arius, SabelHus, and Averrhoes. The four- 
teen figorues in the niohes represent, 1.»^ Givil 
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Right by the Emperor Justinian ; i,^^ Canon law, by 
Pope Clement ; hj^ Speculative Theology , by Pe- 
ter Lombard; 4.*^ Praticai Theology, by Severus 
Boethius ; 5.**» pgith , by Dyonisius the Areopagite ; 
6.t*»Hope, by S.* John Damascenus; 7.^^ Charity, 
by S.' Augustin ; 8.^*> Arithmetic , by Pithagorus 9."> 
Geometry, by Euclid; 40.**» Astronomy, by Ptole- 
my; 41.^*» Music, by Tubalcain; 12> The Dialectic, 
by Zenon of Elis; 13.^** Rhetoric, by Cicero; and 
finally Grammar, by Donati. On the ceiling are, 
the Resurrection , the Ascension, the Descent of 
the Holy Ghost ; and as a symbol of the church , 
S.*^ Peter 's ship preserved throughout the storm. 

Chiostro Grande (large cloister), (the largest 
in Florence) decorated with fifty two frescoes in 
the same number of lunettes , by Cigolij Ales. Ala- 
tori , Santi di Tito , Poccetti and others. These plc- 
tures represent the principal acts of S.* Thomas 
Aquinas , and S.* Peter Martyr. The refectory con- 
tains a fine fresco by Bronzino^ representing the 
Israelites in the Desert. 

This convent contains also a Pbarmacy (En- 
trance in Scala Street), renowned ali over Europe 
for its essences and odoriferous waters. The sale 
is open to the public even on Sundays. You must 
ring the Street beli to obtain admittance trough 
the bron%e gate which is always closed, Therein 
are to he seen some frescoes by Rosselli , Cigoli , 
Spinelli, Salviati and others. 

H. Mlcbele. ( Cal^ajoli Street), This tempie 
was not originally destined for divine service. It 
was built about 4284 by Arnolfo di Cambio to he 
used as a Granary; itwas destroyed by fire and then 
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rebuilt by Taddeo Caddi and finished by Neri Fio- 
ravanti, and Bendai Ctonein 4349. The Signoria 
having determined on converting il into a church, 
placed an aitar therein in honoUr of S.^ Anne , in 
remembrance of the exile of the Duke of Àthens , 
which happened in 4343 on the day dedicated to 
this Saint , and even at the present timo , the flags 
of the Àrts and Trades are placed ali around on the 
same day. In the XYI century j the upper floors 
were converted , into a depositary of Archives and 
Notary acts and are stili used for that purpose. 

The statues, which form the ornament of the 
exterior of this church , are considered the finest 
Works of the ancient Fiorentine school. The various 
arts and trade corporations contributed the neces- 
sary expens for the same, and placed over the 
niches their coats of arms in terra-cotta by L. della 
Robbia, On the W. side we bave a S.* Eligius, by 
Nanni di Banco, a S.^ Stephen by Ghiberti, and 
a S.* Matthew , by Michelozzi. On the North : S.« 
George, a magoifìcent statue by Donatello; four 
saints in one niche , by Nanni di Banco ; a S.^ Phi- 
lip, by the same; and a S.^ Peter, by Donatello. 
On the East , a S.^ Luke , by Gian Bologna. Jesus 
Christ making touche bis wounds by the Apostel 
S.' Thomas , by Andrea Yerrocchio ; S} John the 
Baptist , by Ghiberti. On the south, a S.^ John the 
Evangelist by Baccio da Montelupo ; there is a nich 
which was occupied till 4860 by a S.* George, and in 
which will be installed a modem statue; a S.^ James, 
by Nanni di Banco ; and a S.^ Mark by Donatello. 

Though there are , in the interior, some works by 
good painters , we give no description of them, be^» 
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cause the paintings are really spoilt. What merits 
atteDtioD is the fine tabernacle io gothic stile tnade 
by Andrea Orcagna , aboùt 4359. The Virgin is at- 
tributed to Ugolino of Siena. Over the aitar of 
S.^ Anne , there are this saini and the Virgin and 
Child, a marble group by Mino da Fiesole, 

H. MIecold. (The Street bears the same nàme). 
This edifìce is supposed to bave been built about 
the year one Ihousand. We find in some historians 
that Michelangelo hid himself for a ti me in the beli- 
tower, when Florence fell iiìto the hands of the 
Imperiàlists (1530). In the Interior , are to be seen : 
the Sacrifice of Abraham , by Ales. Allori ; some 
saints by Gentile da Fabriano; the Creator and saints, 
hy Jacopo da Empoli. In the Sacristy, is a fresco 
by D. Ghirlandaio ; the Virgin and Saints, by Heri 
di Éicd ; and other paintings by unknown artists of 
the XIV century. 

OffAlssantl* (Ali SàintÈ, Manin Square). It 
was almost ali rebuilt in 4627 after a design by 
Bastiano dà Fiesole. The fapade is by Nigetti. Over 
the principal entrancé we observe a basrehef by 
Luca della Robbia. In the interior; the following 
are wof thy of observatión: A S.^ Augustin, a fresco 
by Bùtticelli; a S.' Jerome by D. Ghirlandajo ; and 
a wooden Crucifix by Giotto. In the sacristy, is a 
fine fresco, belonging to the Giotto school. 

In the Cloister there are some pictures by Gio, 
da S. Giovanni , Ligozai , Ghidoni , and Ferrucci. 
They represent the life of S.* Francis. 

8. netnigìo.(The squarebears the samename). 
We may see ih this little church. A Chfist in the 
sepulchre by Ghelini; two Annunciations : one by 
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Beiato Angelico, and the other, by Orcagm, Over 
the aitar in the chapel, which belonged to the Ali- 
ghieri Family, there is a Conception by Empoli. 

S. Simone (The sqiiare is called by the same 
name). la this church there is only a work of merit, 
which is in the sacristy, a painting representiiig 
S.i Peter , by an unknown authoì\ but which bears 
the date of 4308. 

S. Spirito. (The square bears the same name). 
It was begun in i 433, by Brunelleschi ; but injured 
by fire in 4471 , it was afterwards fìnished in 4481. 
This tempie justly attracts the attention of every 
one who visits it for simplicity and elegance of ar- 
chitecture; it is supported by round columns of 
black stone, with capitals and arches of the same 
material. Thei forty altars are decorated with pictures 
by celebrated painters , of which we shall describe 
the more interesting. In the first chapel to the right 
there is, an Assumption, by Piero di Cosimo; a 
Virgin with ber dead Son on ber lap , a group co- 
pied from that by Michelangelo in S.^ Peter at Rome, 
by bis pupil Nanni di Baccio Bigio. Third chapel : 
S.^ Nicfelas , a wooden statue by Jacopo Sansovi- 
no. On the right side : Capponi chapel , is a S.^ Hon- 
nica surrounded by twelve Augustin sisters , attri- 
buted to Fra Filippo Lippi. Nerli Chapel : the Vir- 
gin , S.^ Catharine , S.'^ Martin , and the child Jesus , 
who is takiog the Cross presented to him by little 
S.^ John, a fine painting by F. Lippi. Corbinelli 
Chapel: sculptures by A. Contucci da S. Savino. 
Biliotti chapel : Virgin and two Saints by Botticelli. 
The B.<* Sacrament Chapel: the architecture and 
sculptures are by Contucci da San Savino. In the

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chapel near the one preceding is a Jesus beariog 
his Cross, by R. Ghirlandajo. Lastly we shall only 
note : the Àdoration of the Sages , by A. Lomi ; the 
Adulteress by A. Allori ; the Nativity , and the An- 
nuQciation, by Botticelli; the Trasfigoration , by 
Piero di Cosimo ; the Virgin, S.* Bartolommew , and 
S> Nicolas , by Ant. Pollajolo ; an interesting Vir- 
gin by Perugino; S.' Anne, the Virgin and Saints, by 
Ghirlandajo. A Christ, a statue in marble , by Lan^ 
dinij copied from a work by Michelangelo, The 
statues, tabernacle and ornaments of the fine choir 
are by Giovanni Caccini. The high aitar in pietra- 
dura , by G, B. Cennini, 

The Sagristt , of which Cronaca was the archi- 
tect has some sculptures over the door by A. Con- 
tucci da S. Savino, who was also the erector òf 
the fine vestibule of the corinthian order. The ar- 
chitecture of the first cloister washy Alf. Parigi; 
the frescoeswere by Perugino, Cosimo Ùlivelli ec. 
The second cloister was designed by Ammannati. 
The paintings near the door are by Poccetti. The 
belltower is by Baccio d* Agnolo. 

9. Stefano. (The square bears the same name), 
It is supposed to bave been founded in the Vili 
century. The bronzo low front piece of the high aitar 
is by F. Tacca. There is also a S.^ Léonard and 
S.t Nicolas, by Rosselli; and a S.* Cecilia, by Cur- 
radi. In the choir, a S.* Stephen, by Cecco da 
Gambassi. 

S. Trinità. ( The square bears this name). It 
was erected after the design of Niccola da Pisa in 
1250 ; the front was added in the XVI century by 
Buontalenti. The B.<* Trinity and S.* Alexius are by 
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CaccinL In the interior : in the chapel near the sa- 
cristy , there are some good frescoes by, Dom. (JAtr- 
landajo representing some faCts from the life of 
S.^ Frahcis (1485). The architecture of the presbitery 
is by Buontalenti. S.^ Peter walking on.the water, 
by C, Allori; S.* Peter redeviog the key of Heaven, 
by Empoli; Jesus in the Garden, by M. Rosselli; 
S.^ Mary Magdalene, a statue begun by Desid. da 
Settignano , and finished by Benedetto da Majano. 

Public Palaces. 

Palasao Veeelilo. (Old Palace, Signoria squa- 
re). The Signoria ordored the construction of this 
palace by a decret of the SO.^*» of Decomber 1298. 
This embattled edifico resembling a fortress rather, 
than a palace, was raised by the genius of the 
architect , Arnolfo di Catnbio. The want of simetry 
one observes , and which probably increases ita 
caracteristic appearance , is said to be owing to the 
Repubiican authorities , who would not permit him 
occupy the area of the houses belonging to the Ghi- 
belline of the liberti families. Itsfine tower , so admi- 
rable for its solid construction, united to a graceful 
proportion, is 93 metres in height. The beli was 
used to cali the People to the public meetings. This 
palace was the seat of the Signoria of Florence ; it 
was enlarged at different times, and among others^ 
by Micheloazi (1134) and Vasari (1560). Over the 
door are two Lions and the inscription: Rex Regum 
et Dominus Dominantium. Under the arches of the 
gallery, or terrace surmounting the edifico , are the 
Àrms of the Republic. Of the two Termi in marble 
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at each side of the entrance that, of the female is 
by Bandinelli, the other by Rossi. Through this 
gate we enter a court whose, elegant decorations 
form a striking contrast to the severlty of the inte- 
rior. The porphyr fountain was designed by Vasari 
and executed by Tadda; the pretty little bronze 
statue is by Verrocchio. The group of Samson and 
Philistines , is by V, de' Rossi. The stairs to the left 
lead to the 

Saloon of thb Grbat Coungil , which was con- 
structed in U95 by Cronaca at the request made 
by Savonarola , for the purpose of assembling the 
Great Gouncil. It was modified by Vasari (1540). 
The following is the descrìptioii q£ the statuesaad 
their authors : Adam and Ève , Cosimus I , Leon X , 
Charles V , John of the Bande Nere , and Alexandre 
of the Medici , by B. Bandinelli. fiercules and An- 
theus , Hercules and the Centaur , Hercules and 
Cacus, Hercules and Diomede, Hercules and the 
wild Bear, Hercules and Hyppolitus, by Vin. de'Ros- 
si. A Warrior by V. Danti. Victory, a group unfi- 
nished * by Michelangelo. Virtue triumphing over 
vice, by Gian Bologna. Several other statues by 
unknown sculptures. The ceiling is covered with 
paintings by Vasari, representing the principalevents 
in the history of Florence and the Medici. By the 
same band are also the frescoes on the two side 
walls ; at the four corners there are four paintings 
on slate by Ligozzi , Cigoli , and Passignano. This 
room is now occupied as the Chamber of Deputies. 
Afterwards there is the 

Salone dei Ditbgbnto, of the two hundred, so ealled, 
because there met the concil composed of two hun- 
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dred Delegates. Than the apartment òf Leon X, the 
Chamber of Gosimus I, tbat of Cosimus the Elder, 
that of Lawrence the Magnificent, that of John of 
the Bande Nere , and tfie sitting room, or parlour of 
Clement VIL The second floor is comprìsed of the 
Audience Chamber , the frescoes which adorn it are 
by Salviati; and the Prior 's Chapel, painted by 
Ridolfo del Ghirlandajo. 

Pitti Palaee. ( The square bears the sanie 
name ), The raising of tfiis splendid structure , was 
confided by Luca Pitti to Brunelleschi in 4440. It 
was bought in 4549 by the Medici and has ever 
since been the residence of the different sovereigns- 
In the XVI century , the fine court was added by 
Ammannati , and in the second half of the XVIII 
cent, the architect , G. RuggeìH , began the two an- 
gular lateral parts, which were completed but a 
few years ago. The fine staircase, the vestibule 
between the grand entrance and the court , as weli 
as other works in the interior were done by Par 
squale Poccianti, In the courtyard opposite the cen- 
trai entrance there is a fine grotto, which is sup- 
ported by 46 columns of the doric order. Of the 
fine statues : that one in the middle repVesenting 
Moses, was sculptured in porphyr, by R, Currado 
Over the grotto may be seen the fine fountain sculp- 
tured by Susini and Ferrucci. To the right in the 
court is the R. Chapel ornamanted with frescoes 
by Luigi Ademollo, On the rich aitar there is an 
ivoryCrucifix by Gian Bologna. To the first Floor: In 
the first vestibule there are four statues, three of 
them ancient. The Stucco saloon , after a design by 
|j. Paoletti. The Bona saloon ornamanted with fre- 
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scoes by Poccetti. In the secondi vestibule: two 
ancient Fauns ; Bachus by Bandinelli , and Mercu* 
rius by Francavilla. The Guards room is adorned 
with ancient statues. The Nicchie saloon possesses 
6 ancient statues. It is impossible to describe the 
quantity of remarkable works contained in this Pa- 
lace, but those who visit it wiil be informed by 
the Guardians. (Por the Gallery see, Pitti Gallery), 

Ricearcll Palaee. (Cavour Street), It was 
Cosimus the Elder, who had this palace buiit in U30 
by Micheloz»i, The architecture of this palace, ali in 
stono , is beautiful and imposi ng, like raost Fioren- 
tine edifices; and it is celebrated for the events, 
which it witnessed. In 1659 it belonged to the Ric- 
cardi Family, who bought it from the Medici. In 18U 
it was bought by the state , who is stili the pro- 
prietar. It contains a chapel with paintings by B. 
Gozzoli and a gallery covered with frescoes by 
Luca Giordano, 

Pretorial Pulaee. (Ghibellina Street), The 
erection of this imposing structure was begun in 
4255, by Lapo Tedesco; but Fra Sisto and Fra 
Ristoro, the architects of S. M. Novella , also took 
a part in it; towards the decline of the XIII century 
it was occupied by the Podestà , and in this epoch 
Giotto there painted the portrail of Corso Donati , 
Brunetto Latini , aod Dante , the last of which has 
lately been discovered. This master-piece of the 
Fiorentine style was the theatre, and witness to 
every change and misfortune that desolated our coun- 
try, and which a sroall Guide cannot pretend to 
describe ; for a large volume would scarcely suffice 
to relate the history confined to this edifico alone. 
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We must coDteat ourselves with pointing it out to 
the admiratioQ of the lovers of the beautiful, and 
refer them to the historians, limitiog to saying 
that every step of its ground staircase , every wall 
of its rooms contains a history of those genera- 
tions, who preceded us, and who, though often 
covered with fraternal blood, and divided by inter- 
nai quarrels , yet , left us noble examples of heroic 
and patriotic virtues. This edifico, then, must be 
considered as a monument left us by our forefathers 
as a perpetuai remembrance of their memorable 
deeds. The interior, beginning with the magnificent 
Court- Yard , is really worthy of patient observation. 
The palace contains also paintings by Giotto^ Ghir- 
landaio and others. 

Town Hall. (S. Trinità square). It is thought 
that Arnolfo di Cambio was the architect of this 
palace ; and in fact , after the Prétorial and the Si- 
gnoria Palace, it is the most charateristic monument 
of that period. There are a few frescoes by Poe- 
cetti, 

Vnfliilslieil Palace. (Proconsolo Street). This 
was built in the XVI century by Buontalenti; Santi 
di Tito, Scamo!s%i, Caccini and others bave also 
warked there to try to finish it. 

Private Palaces. 

Stroasi Palaee (Tormibuoni Street), The de- 
sign of this splendid palace was drawn by Bene-- 
detto da Majano, by order of Filippo Strozzi in 4489. 
The great cornice , by Cronaca is considered a real 
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model of art. This palace has three fronts , but we 
should observe that f ronting from the Strozzi Square, 
because the entablature on that side being fìnished. 
The laaterns, rings, and other beautiful ornaraents in 
iron are the work of Niccolò Grosso , called the 
Caparra, 

Alberti Palace (near Grazie Bridge). It 
belonged to Leon Battista Alberti. It has been late- 
ly restored. 

Altowìtì Palaée (Borgo degli Albizai). Cora- 
monly called, dei Visacci^ because there are 45 por- 
traits of illustrious personages on the fa^ade. Over 
the door , there is a bust of Cosìmus the first. 

Baeellaj Palaee (Vigna Nuova Street). This 
palace so full of tasto and harmony was designed by 
Leon Battista Alberti. 

StIoszI-Ridolfl Palaee (Scala Street). Was 
built after a design by L. B. Alberti and enlarged 
by Silvani. In the garden annexed , known by the 
name of Orti Oricellari, a Casino was erected by 
Bernard Rucellaj , who after Lawrence the Magni- 
ficent , presided over the Platonic Accademy. It ser- 
ved also as a residence for the same; there too , 
Macchiavelli read to bis colleagues the celebrated 
lectures on the Decadi of Titus Livis. A small sub- 
terrauean chapel is consacrated to the meroory 
of the Platonians. The giant in the garden is by 
Novelli. 

esondi Palaee (S. Firenze square). The ar- 
chitecture is by Giuliano da S. Gallo, who was 
much esteemed. (U81). 

€^aadaipiii Palaee ( S. Spirilo square). li is 
thought to bave been designed by Cronaca. 
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Bartollni-Salimbcni Palace (now Nord 
Hotel, S. Trinità sqiiare). The architect was Bac- 
cio d'Agnolo (1520). It was thè first work in Flo- 
rence , with ornamentai decorations and square Win- 
dows and doors surmounted by large cornices. 

Capponi Palaee (S, Sebastiano Street), Ere- 
cted after a design by Fontana (1704). The great 
saloon was painted in fresco by Matteo Bonechi, 
who also painted several other rooms. 

Corsini Palace (Lungarno Corsini), This was 
built by G, Silvani (1618-56). The staircase was 
constructed by the architect Ferri,

UFIZJ GALLERY 

The very fine portico of the Ufizj which leads to 
the Gallery was built by Vasari (1560-74). The 
28 modem statues which adora it (1846-56) are 
the follo ving : Gosimus the elder , by L. Magi ; La- 
wrence the Magnificent, G. Grazaini; And. Orca- 
gna, N, Bagnanti; Nicholas Pisano, Fedi; Giotto, 
G. Dupré ; Donatello , G. Torrini ; Leon Battista 
Alberti, G. Zwsini ; Leonardo da Vinci, Z. Pampa- 
Ioni ; Michael Angel , Santarelli ; Dante , Demi ; Pe- 
trarch, A. Leoni; Boccaccio , E, Paniacchiotii ; Mac- 
chiavelli , L. Bartolini ; Guicciardini , L. Cartei ; 
Amerigo Vespucci, G. Grajsjstm ; Farinata degli li- 
berti , F. Pozzi ; Peter Capponi , T, Bocci ; John 
of the Bande Nere, T. Guerrazzi; Ferruccio, P. 
Romanelli; Galileo, A, Qostoli; Micheli, V. Con- 
sani ; F. Redi , P. Costa ; Mascagni , L. Caselli ; 
A. Cesalpino, Fedi; S. Antonino, G, Dupré; F. 
Accorso , E, Fantacchiotti ; Guido Aretino , L. Nen- 
Cini; and B.'Cellini , U. Cambi. In this edifice there 
are the senato , the Archi ves, etc, and the celebrated 
Gallery which may he called one of the richest col- 
lectioas of arts. 

The Gallery is opened everyday, including Sun- 
days, from 9 till 3. The enlrance is through the 
second door to the left , at the top of the stono stair- 
case facing you. This magnificent Gallery was foun- 
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ded by the Medici and afterwards augmented by 
their successors. The tribune and the principal di- 
stributions were made by Buontalenti, the olher 
saloons , by Zanobi del Rosso and others. We bere 
give a complete catalogne, therefore by following 
the instructions of the Guide , you may traverse the 
whole of the Gallery with order and regularity.

( Case II ) with a battio between the Centaurs and 
Lapithae. The Amphora of Nola (Case III) with Her* 
CHles and Pallas, who are protecting a warrior. Other 
vases destined to different uses , suchavas , myste- 
ries, festivals ec. Some funeral vases. The collection 
of objects in bricks (Case I, II), was found in Thesa-^ 
glia, and presented to the Gallery in 4859, by M."" Sa- 
lomone Fernandez , the Tuscan Consul at Salonicco. 
Sbcond Room. Rlack Yasbs. This rare and numerous 
collection, the colour of which expresses mour- 
ning , belonged almost ali to the Etruscan tombs. 
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They were uded at the festivais dedicated to the 
ìlaaes. The basreliefs which orDament them, re- 
present almost always faatastic subjects. The vases 
arranged on the topmost shelves , show the purest 
natioDal type ; those helow are more or less , the 
produce of the Greek School. 

CoRBiDOR. Bere one fìnds reunited ali that ìs really 
Etruscao. This part of the coUection was enri- 
ched by the Galluzzi Jiuseum of Volterra aod that 
of Bttcelli of MoDtepolciaDo.

Tribune. This pretty octagon saloon known 
under this name, is one of the rarest wonders of 
the art , one of those sanctuaries , which can not he 
looked upon without being amazed by a respectful 
and moving sentiment , nor without carring an inde- 
lible remembrance of the same. The smallness of 
this tabernacle of art augments the admiration of the 
Visitor, for he already knows, that in this small 
space are assembled such Master-pieces as to render 
the country pround which possesses them. The 
design is by Buontalenti ; the decorations of the 
cupola are by Poccetti. 

Statues. 342 The Venus of the Medici , a fine 
Greek work, and if we may believe the inscription 
on the base, should be the work of Cleomene the 
son of Apollodoro the Athenian, It was fòund in 
Adrian 's villa at Tivoli , and trasported to Florence 
under Gosimus lU. Th^ right band and the half of 
the left are modem works. There is an old sayng , 
that it is worth while going to Florence , only to 
see this ancient piece of sculpture. 343 The Wrest- 
lers is also a reraarkable work of ancient Greek 
sculpture. 344 The Dancing Faun , one of the great 
Works of the ancients , attributed to Praxiieles; the 
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head and the arms were restored by Michelangelo 
with great ability. 345 The little Apollo , a very 
pretty statue , with rather fetninine beauties. 346 
The Arrotino (The Whetterja magniticent statue 
found at Rome io the XVI centnry , ìt has never 
been precisely made out wbat it represents.

B6TPTIAN MUSEOH 

{ Faenaa Street 444). This rich coUection of Egy- 
ptian anliquities was formed by Rossellini , duf ing 
the Franco-Tuscan expedi tion in Egypte ( 4828-29). 
Io the vestibule there is a painting representing the 
Membres of the Expedition , made by Angelelli, 
who took part in it. The objects are distributedjn 
two halls. 

First Hall. Sarcophagus , a great number of 
Stèle and some Mummies. The Monolite of gray 
granite, which belonged to the tempie of Isis. A 
statue of Pharaoh in biack granite, found near Thebe. 
In the cases , there are some f uneral and doroestic 
vases , instruments , pictures , fragments , enbalmed 
animals , masks , and wearing appared. 

Seeond Hall. Some bronzo, stono, wooden and 
earthen idols. Some symbolic animals, emblems, 
of ornaments etc. In the Corridor are preserved some 
Egyptian manuscripts in papyrus and iinen. There 
is aìso the famous 

€enaeol«, or Last Supper, found in 4845 and 
attributed to Raffc^ello , a fresco of great merit. 
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MUSEdM QF FITSIG AHD N&TURAL IISTORT 

(Romana Street, near Pitti palace.) This museum 
was founded by Peter Leopold and eDriched by bis 
saccessors. It contains ricb collections of tbe three 
reigos of the Dature, some wax works, a cabinet of 
Physìc , an observatory and a botanica! Garden. A 
few years ago it was enriched by the addition of the 
botanica! library and collections , which the English 
botanist Webb, who died in Paris, left to this 
establishement. The minerai reign , possesses a rich 
collectioQ of minerals of different countries. 

Twelve rooms are occupied by anatomica! subjects 
in wax prepared by the celebrated Clemente Su- 
sini and bis successors , Calenzuoli father and son 
and Calamai, This coUection is the most interesting 
of this Museum. On leaving the last room of wax 
work one passes into an other where some products 
of the industry of the natives of the Oceania are to 
he seen and two pieces of anatomy in wood, which 
may he discomposed, by F. Fontana. Then there is a 
little cabinet called the ancient waxworks, where are 
conserved fine works , representing facts during the 
great piagne by Michele Zumbo, a sicilian artist in 
the pay of Cosimus III. 

Oaltleo Tribune. This was opened on the oc- 
casion of the third reunion of the Learned in Italy in 
4841. There are to be found the foUowing frescoes: 
the celebrated Volta at the Congress of the Learned 
of Europe , at Paris , Niccolò Cian fanelli. Àn expe- 
riment in physic at the Academy of the Cimento , 
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Gaspéro Martellini. Galileo after the loss of bis 
sight, Luigi Sabatelli. Galileo presenting bis tele- 
scope to the Doge and the Council of the Ten of Veni- 
ce, the same. Galileo observing the oscillations of the 
lamp in the Cathedra! at Pisa, the same. The first 
esperimeut in attractlon , Giuseppe Bezzuoli. Leo- 
nardo da Vinci and the monk Luke Paciolo , presen- 
ting to Ludovic the Moor , new models of machines 
for architecture , Niccolò Cianfanelli, Pictures on 
the ceiling: Nature, Physic, Truth, Perse verance, 
by the sons of £. Sabatelli ; Astronomy and Philo- 
sophy, by L. Sabatelli. The statue of Galileo , sculp- 
tured by A, Costoli, The other sculptures, by Pam- 
paloni , Santarelli , Fantacchiotti ec. In the niches 
on the sides of the statue of Galileo are preserved : 
bis instruments of physic , those of the Academy of 
Cimento ec; the forefinger of Galileo, taken from his 
body when he was transported to S.' Croce Church. 

Private Galleries. 

Capponi eallery ( SJ Sebastiano Street). 
This Gallery is composed of five rooms in which 
there are some paintings , by Santi di Tito , C. 
Dolci y Passignano, Maratta, G. Reni, Francia- 
bigio , Guercino , Allori , Borgognone , S. Rosa , 
Morene, Lanfranco, Sabatelli, Beazuoli, ec. 

Corsini Gallery (Lungarno Corsini). Ten 
rooms contain this fine coUection of paintings, by 
Rubens , Giorgione , Luca Giordano , Andrea del 
Sarto , Guido Reni , Salvator Rosa , Bronzino , Ti-- 
ziano , Volterrano , Carlo Dolci , Palma the elder , 
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Fra Bartolommeo , Raffaello , D. Ghirlandaio , and 
many others. 

Martelli Oallery (Porca Street). The pictu- 
res are by 8. Rosa , Guido Reni , G, Romano , And. 
del Sarto , C. Dolci , A. Caracci , Albano , ec. So- 
me Scuiptures by Donatello. 

Stroui Gallery ( Tornabuoni Street). Pain- 
tings by ilKort , Pontormo , Parmigianino , CfjoZi , 
ilJ&ano, Correggio ec. 

Ferroni eailery (Stipa Street). Bere one 
finds some fine paintings by Salv. Rosa, Caracci, 
Tintoretto , Guido Reni , Baroccio , Jacopo da Eni' 
poli, And. del Sarto, Alb. Dùrer, Ghirlandaio, 
Gio. da S. Giovanni, Van-Dyck, T. Caddi, and 
other good painters. Th!» gallery is open to the 
public every Thursday and Sunday. 

Almost every palace belongiog to Noble Fioren- 
tine families has a greater or lesa number of pain- 
tings by good artista. 

Public Libraries. 

Florence was the first city in Italy to givo the 
example of establishing public libraries. 

liavMnaf ana Library. (Cloister of S.' Law- 
rence). Is open from 9 tilt 4. The saloon and 
vestibule were begun in «524, after a design by Mi- 
chelangelo , and was afterwards finished by Vasari. 
The Rotonda of the library was finished in 4841 
after the design of Poccianti. The ornamentai Win- 
dows are by Giovanni da Udine. 

This library was founded by Cosimus, the Elder 
and Latvrence of the Medici. It was afterwartis 
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enriched by private libraries and among others, by 
ali the autographs of Alfieri. There are now up- 
wards of 9000 manuscripts. Àmeog the most pre- 
cious books which excite our admìration are : the 
first priDted Bibles, and the fine ìlluminated Luciano 
of Florence. The most interesting manuscript are : 
A Virgil of the YJ*^ century, the most ancient manu- 
script of this author. The Pandects brought from 
Amalfi by the Pisans in 4435. Two manuscripts of 
Tacitus , one of the VIII.^ or IX.*** century, copied 
from a manuscript of 395 , the other of the X^ cen- 
tury , brought from a convent of Westphalia. The 
Decameron by Boccaccio in 4384. A Quintus Cur- 
tius of the X.**> century. Letters by Cicero , ad fa- 
miliares , copied by Petrarca. An Horace of the XII 
century, proceeding from the library of Petrarca, 
with some letters by the same. A Terence collated 
by Politian. The celebrated manuscript by Longus 
with the inkspot , which became the texte to the 
smart critic of P. L. Courier. A Iettar of Dante , in 
which he rejects the conditional permission to return 
to Florence after five years of exile. Unpublished 
writtings by Ficioo. The acts of the council held at 
Florence in 4439. Iliuminatéd paintiogs. A Syriac 
Evangely of 586 ; a Bible in sheets hearing date of 
the middle of the VP*> century. In the canzoniere 
are the portraits of Laura' and Petrarch of the XIV^** 
century. 

National lilbrary. Formerly Magliabechiana^ 
( Under the porticoes of the Ufi»j , which is open 
from 9 tilt 4 j. It was so called from Anthony Ma- 
gliabechi who died in 4744 leaving bis library of 
30,000 Volumes to the City of Florence , therefore

he is entitled to be cailed the Founder of this li- 
brary, which ai the preseat time, contains 170,000 
volumes and 13,000 manuscripts interesting prio* 
cipaly for their belonging to the last times of middle 
age aad for modero literature. Here is deposited a 
copy of every work printed ìq Tuscany. Are con- 
sidered great curiosities : the two Bibles of Meotz , 
(14G2) ; the first Homer printed in Florence in 1488 , 
illuminated ; Cicero ad familiares , the first hook 
which was printed in Yenice in 1469. Dante by 
Landini, Florence 1481 illnminated. Ànthology by 
Lascari, Florence 1494 with illuminations in lmi<- 

tation of cammeos. 

Maraeelllana lilbrary. (Cavour Street). 
Open on Mondays , Wednesdays and Fridays from 
9 tuli), Also this takes its name from its founder il&. 
Francis Marucelli who diedin I713and who compi* 
led the famous catalogne in 112 voi. under the title, 
of Mare Magnum. It contains about 60,000 volumes. 

Riccardi Library. (Cavour Street, Riccardi 
Palace), Founded in the XV!.^** century by Ric- 
cardo Romolo Riccardi. It contains 30,000 printed 
books, and 4000 manuscripts, composed cf 3000 
codes of Italian authors, 700 Latin codes and 100 
in Greek and Hebrew, besìdes SOO very rare pam- 
phlets. The Rarities are: naturai history by Piiny 
of the IX.^ or X."" century. A manuscript in French 
containing the history of Yenice up 1275, by Mar- 
tino da Canale. The history of Florence, written by 
Macchiavelli 's own band. Travels in the East by 
Fra Oderigo of Frinii, in 1318. 

palatina lilbrary. (In Pitti Palace; it is ne- 
cessary to request a perrhission to see it), It was 
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founded by Ferdinand HI and is composed of 80,000 
prioted voiumes and 2000 manuscripts. Here one 
may fiod every Greek and Latin Glassic. Among the 
manuscripts there are some by Tasso, Galileo, Mac- 
chiavelli , Gellini , Lawrence the Magnificent etc. 

lilbrary of the Aeeademy of Fine Arto. 
(Ricasoli Street). It contains abòut 9000 printed 
volumes of the most celebrateci works on Fine Àrts^ 
History and Antiquities. 

liibrary of tbe Hospital of S* Maria IVao- 

wm. (The Square is called by the same name). 
Composed of distinguished works on Medicine , and 
celebrated manuscripts among which are the history 
of Italy by Cresci , and that by Ammirato. 

Private lilbrarles. Capponi ^s S. Sebastiano 
Street; Martelli 's, Forca Street; Riccardi-Vernac- 
cia 's , Pinti Street , and many others. 

Central State ArchiVes. 

( Under the porticoes of the Ufizi open from 9 
till 3 j. The centrai archives of the state occupy 62 
rooms and comprise: The diplomatic Archives foun- 
ded by Peter Leopold in 4770, which contain the di- 
plomas of the suppressed monasteries. The parchment 
diplomas amount toabove 440,000. The most ancient 
is dated, the 80> of September 746 ; the Second in 
Italy for antiquity. They also possess some latin acts 
on papyrus of VL^'^and VIL*** centuries. TheArdii- 
ves of the Fiorentine Republic , formed by about 
48,000 printed books, contain ali the documents con- 
nected with the different gQvernments and magistra- 
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tures of Florence up to 4530. The Archives ofthe 
Principality are composed by about 448,000 volames 
amoDg which S4,000 proceed from the archives of 
the* suppressed convents. There is in connection 
with the establishement a Saloon to he used as a 
Study ; a coilection of works on paleography and 
diplomacy , and a scool for the study of Paleography. 

Beniflcent Establislieinents. 



Arehliospltal of 8. Maria IVuota*. (The 
Square is called by the same name). This is the 
largest hospital in Florence. It was founded in 4288 
by Folco Portinari the father of Dante 's Beatrice. 
In 4574 it was enlarged by Biiontalenti , and the 
front added , on which are placed the busts of Co- 
simus II by Caccini, of Ferdinand II by B. Cennini, 
Cosimus III by Marcelliniy Gian Gastone by Montauti. 
The frescoes under the colonade are by Antonio 
delle Pomarance ; the Annnnciation by T. Zuccheri. 
In the interior of this great establishement , which 
can countain 4800 sick persons, we may see the 
Samaritan by Ales, Allori; a Charity, fresco, by 
Gio. da S. Giovanni, Attached to it are a cabinet 
of physiology , one of pathology , a library etc. This 
hospital is celebrated as one of the first for the 
teaching and practice of Anatomy and Medicine. 

Bonlffaslo Hospital ( SJ Gallo Street) so 
called from having been founded (in 4387) by 5o- 
nifaxio Lupi of Parma. Now it is au hospital for 
the reception of the Insane and the Incurables. 
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Hospital of the Innoceati (Poundling^hos- 
pital, SS. Annunciata SqtMre). It is destioed io 
receive the fouDdlings of Florence and the Provin- 
ce. Àbout 4400 children are there received every 
year. There is also attached , an hospital , a midwì- 
fery school, and a Saloon for vaccination. 

Hospital aff S. CHotaiìibì di Dio. (Borgo- 
gnissanti.) This convent-hospital was founded in 
the XIV.*** century. 

Hospital of ». lincia. [S, Gallo Street.) It 
was founded in 4808, for cutaneous diseases. Its 
hathing establishment is very cònvenient. 

Hilitary Hospital . ( S. Gallo Street ). 

Pia Casa di ftiaToro (Work-house called Mon- 
tedomini , ts zituated in Malcontenti Street. ) This 
great Asyle for the poor, possesses work-shops 
where the children of the establishment, who are 
always in great number, are taught different trades. 
Many other philantropic Institutions exist in our 
city, such as , the Ospizio del Bigatto , that for the 
Orphans of S. Filippo Neri , etc. Space prevents

Confraternita della Miserieordla. ( Duo- 
mo Square. ) This philanthropic society , iostituted 
in 4244 by Piero di Luca Bersi , charges themselves 
with the mission of giving assistance io cases of acci- 
dents, of transporting the wounded to the hospital, as 
well as the poor, who are to ili to stay at home. This 
brotherhood assists too the sick at home by every 
means of charity. The foreigner is often moved in 
seeing a file of persons passing aloug the streets 
dressed ìfii a black gown and hood, carryiog on their 
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shoulders a catalet containiog a sick person, do 
that only through pure Christian, brotherly and chari- 
table motives. 

Walks. 

Bobolt C^arden. Belonging to Pitti Palace , is 
open every Thursday and Sunday, It is one of the 
finest gardens in Italy. The design is by Tribolo and 
Buontalenti, On entering to the left of the palace, a 
fine Grotto presents itself, opposite, supported, on 
both sides by two Statues: Apollo and Ceres, by 
Bandinelli. Immediately behind the palace there is 
a beautiful ampitheatre. When we go up the heights 
we see there the colossal Statue of Pleoty , begun 
by Gian Bologna and finished by Tacca and Salvini, 
From these heigths there is a magnificent view of 
the city. Descending by a broad walk one arrives at 
a fine fishpond in the middle of which is the Sta- 
tue of Neptune, by Gian Bologna. This fine garden , 
is adorned with many Statues , some of which are 
valuable. 

The CaMlne, This delightful walk and drive 
on the right of the Arno, is for Florence , what are 
for Paris, the Bois de Boulogne; and for London, Hyde 
Park. Its spacious walks lined with tali and ve* 
nerable trees lead to a largo Square, where military 
bands play on Sundays and certain days of the week. 
It is the most fi'equented walk in the town , as well 
by persons on foot as by those in carriages and 
horseback. The largo meadow to the right of the prin- 
cipal walk is used as a race-course, and for military 
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exercises. Ài one carner of the centrai square is 
an estensive Shootiing Gallery. 

Tbe Parterre. Is a small public garden outsi* 
de S.^ Gallo Gate. 

Environs. 

To enjoy a fine view one must go to Bello^ 
sguardo , at a short distaoce from Romana Gate , 
or better stili go through S. Miniato gate , ascend 
the steep hill which will bring to the Monte alle 
Croci on which there is a Franciscan Monestary , 
called by Michelangelo « La bella Villanella » ( The 
pretty country woman). This hill takes the name 
S.^ Miniato for the martyrdom, which the saint there 
acquired. 

S. Miniato was buiH in 1043 in a fine archi- 
tectural style by Blshop Hildebrand, aided by the 
Emperor, Henry the IL The fagade is fine , but more 
than fine is the interior, where are stili preserved 
some, precious objects of art , among which we may 
mention a pulpit and an enclosure in marble ri- 
chly adorned with basreliefs. The Semicupola over 
the high aitar is adorned with a mosaic by an un- 
known author , represe'nting : Ghrist , S.^ Mathew , 
S.^ Miniat, and S.^ John. Behind the high aitar, there 
are fine small Windows composedof transparenC mar- 
ble. On the right wall there are several paintings , 
the first , near the lateral door represents the Virgin 
enthroned with S.' Francis, S.* John the Evange* 
list , 8} Anthony and S.' James , it is the work of 
Paolo di Stefano (U26) ; the others, the remains of 
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which are scarcely visible, are the works of un- 
inown artists of the XIV.^*> and XV>*» cénturies. Oa 
the left Wall is a Grucifìxion and a Deposition al- 
most ali effaced , so that it is not possible to know 
the artists. The marble chapel between the two 
stairs was built by Micheloazi (1448). The tablc of 
the aitar is attributed to Spinello Aretino, Under 
the aitar which is in the centro of the chapel to 
which descend two fligl;its of steps, and which is 
supported by 38 marble columns , are preserved 
the ashes of S.^ Miniat and other martyrs. The Sa- 
cristy built in 1387 possesses some frescoes by 
Spinello Aretino, representing facts in the life of 
S.^ Benedict. The chapel to the left was built in 
4466 after a design by A, Rossellini; by him are 
also the sculptured figures on the monument; the 
omaments on the ceiling are in terra-cotta by L. 
della Robbia. The tower built in 4519 by Baccio 
dC Agnolo was preserved by the special care of Mi- 
chelangelo from the dangers to which it was expo- 
sed during the siege of Florence; at which timo, 
by order of the Republic , he erected those fortifì- 
cations, the remains of which are stili visible^ 
which were so necessary to defend that important 
position. This basilik is now reduced to a cerne* 
try for the rich people, who by his contributions has 
greatly assisted in defraying the expenses of the 
redecorations of the tempie. 

Outside the Roman gate is a fine broad road which 
leads to the 

Poffst» Imperiale, where is situated the fine 

Royal villa formerly the property of the Medici 

house, and now belongs to the state. The interior

ìs really worth of beiog a residence for Princes. 
Formerly ìt contained some objects of art, but in 
4860 they were takea away. Io the chapel there 
stili remains a painting on the ceiling representing 
the Àssumplion which is considered the master-piece 
ef Francesco Nenci. At preseot this Villa has beea 
ceded to the lostitute of the SS. Annunziata for 
the education of Noble young ladies. Above the Pog- 
gio Imperiale there is the 

Arce tri Vili» with the Torre del Gallo, This 
Villa called the Gioiello, is celebrated for having 
been the residence of Galileo up tohis death in 4642. 
Here that great man was visited by Milton. 

At 5 Eilom. distance from the Romana gate the- 
re is 

The Certosa, which was built in the XIYJ^ 
century after a design by Orcagna. The church is 
large and merits being seen for its fine pavemeut 
in coloured marbles and for the richness of its orna- 
ments; there are eight pictures by Orazio Pidani 
and some frescoes by Poccetti. The subterranean 
chapel contains monuments of the Acciajoli family, 
who were the founders of thid convent. In this great 
edifico there are many paintings, which we do not 
describe far want of space. Ladies cannot enter 
without a special permission from the Archbishop 
of Florence. Beyond and above Certosa we meet 
with the village of Impruneta, which possesses a 
sanctuary held in great veneration. 

A little beyond the Prato gate there is the 

Prlnee HemldofT's Country seat , richly ador» 
ned with a fine park and extensive garden. The 
china manufactory at 
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Doeela which has no superior for its wares in 
any manufactory in Europe; to visit it one must go 
by the Pistoja railway and alight at Sesto , the third 
station from Florence. 

Petraia Villa. It was an ancient castle and then 
changed in a Villa by BuontalentL It contains Sculp- 
tures by Tribolo, a paintìng by A. del Sarto and 
frescoes by Volterrano. 

Poiri;io a Cajano. (Cajano Hill) 47 Vs Kilom. 
from Florence on Pistoja Street. A beautiful Villa 
builded by Lawrence the Magnificent. Il contains^ va- 
rious objects of fine arls , amongst there are frescoes 
by Pranciabigio and Pontormo, This villa was wit- 
ness of the tragic dead of Bianca Cappello and ber 

lover. 

Outside S. Gallo Gate there is 

Carcsffl Villa built by order of Cosimus the 
elder , by Micheloaai. It was the favorite residence 
of Lawrence the Magnificent where he died in 4492. 
Marsilio Ficino also died bere in 4499. And bere it 
was that for a long lime the members of the Pla- 
tonic Academy held their sittings. Now it is the 
property of an English faraily. 

At ten Kilometres distance from the same Gate 

there is the 

Pratolino Park in which is the colossal sta- 
tue representing the Appennino , sculptured by Gian 

Bologna. 

Fiesole. One may set out either through S.^ Gallo 
or Pinti Gate. By taking tiie latter we shall meet 
with the Protestant Cemetery just outside the Gate 
itself and, at little farther on , the Cemetery of the 
Misericordia presents itself; this is the place of in- 
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terment for the Brethern of this really beneficent , 
and charitable order. Stili further on , at a good di- 
stance, is situated the 

Cbareh of 8. Domenleo. It was formerly a 
Domenicaa convent and the residence for a long ti- 
me of Beato Angelico , by whom there is a beau- 
tiful painting in the choir which represents the Virgin 
and Saints. In the church there are , an Annunciation 
by Jacopo da Empoli , a Baptism of Christ by L, di 
Credi , S.^ Francis by Cigoli , and some other pictu- 
res. Continuing our way, we meet with the 

Mozzi Tllla in which was formed the famous 
conspiracy of the Pazzi. From a terrace of this vil- 
la , formerly the favorite dwelling of John dei Me- 
dici , there is a magnificent view of Florence and 
the neighbouring hills which surround it. On arri- 
ving at Fiesole we must inspect ber ancient walls , 
the ruins of an amphitheatre , and a few other edi- 
fices , the rare records of this formerly flourishing 
Etruscan City. Modem Fiesole , is so small that it 
scarcely deserves the name of village, although the 
residence of a Bishop. However it is well known 
for its stono quarries, the excavating of which, 
forms the principal occupation of its inhabitants , 
and are worthy of inspection , as well as ber ancient 

Cathedral which was founded in 4028 and 
built in the form of the basilik of S.^ Miniato. There 
is a fine mausoleum of the Bishop Salutati , and in 
the same chapel annarble tabernacle, both the work 
of Mino da Fiesole. The frescoes on the ceiling of 
the tribune are by Ferrucci, From the heights above 
Fiesole , on which is built a Franciscan Monastery , 
may be seen very distinctly the whole of the plain

bathéd by the Arno, Florence with ber gigantic 
edifìces , and the long chain of the Appennines above 
which rise in the distant horizon the mountains of 
Carrara, the whole forming an enchanting view. 

Outside Croce Gate , at a quarter of an hour 's 
distance, there is 

S. Salvi formely a Yallombrosian Monastery of 
ancient fondation. In the refectory is the celebrated 
Last-Supper, (fresco) by And. del Sarto. In the 
church there are paintings by Passignano, Vanni 
and Poppi.

to the tbree Sanctnarles of Vallombrona*, 
Terna and Camaldoll. 

He who intends visiting the three sanctuaries in 
the course of only one day , must first go to Val- 
lombrosa, then retroceed to Pelago, from which 
place proceed to Verna ; afterwards descend to Bib- 
biena in order to repair direct to Camaldoli. The 
shortest road back to Florence, is that, which de- 
scending from Pratovecchio, leads to Stia and after 
iìve kilom. of distance , leaving to the left the ruins 
of the old castle of Romena , it returns into the 
way already traversed under Bibbiena, and after 
having crossed the country town Pontassieve arri- 
ves direct at Florence. 

Tallombrosa is 30 kilom. of distance from 
Croce Gate. One may go by rai Iway as far as Poritas- 
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sieve, from which town Vallombrosa is but 42 
kilom. distant. This monastery placed on a high hill 
of the Casentino, was founded by S> John Gualbert, 
occording to the order of S.^ Benedict , in the XI.*** 
century. Many persons contributed to its greatness but 
especially the Counts Guidi ; even now il is conside- 
red the richest Àbbay in Tuscany. The environs are 
really delightful and remined Hke one of the fine na- 
turai beauties of Switzerland. In 4809 this convent 
was despoiled by the French of a great number of 
objects of art , and carried away its rich library. 
The church is fine , the architecture rich , the inte- 
rior is covered with rare marbies , and ali kinds of 
ornaments by good artists. At a few minutes di- 
stance , there is the Romitorio del Paradiso , (Her- 
mitage of Paradise) where S.' John Gualbert li- 
ved and whence one may plainly see , at the same 
time, the Valdarno, Florence, and the sea. 

Terna , is distant from Florence about 73 kilom. 
The traveller may proceed to Pelago , by the same 
way which leads him to Vallombrosa , crossing the 
hill called Consuma. From the latter, may be per- 
ceived the Falterona , a high hill from which the 
Arno derives its source. Then we meet with Borgo 
alla Collina, cross the Arno in the plain of Cam- 
paldino and arrive , passing through Poppi, at Bib- 
biena. From Bibbiena to Verna the way is impra- 
ticable for carriages. This monastery was founded 
in 18H by S.' Francis himself , on the ground which 
had been presented to him by Count Cattani. The 
priqcipal church , the architecture of which is really 
estimable, was built in 4260. We there find two 
picturcs in varnished day by Luca della Robbia ^ 
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and some oil paintings by good artists. In the cha- 
pel situated above the great rock and dedìcated to 
S.^ Sebastian , we may see some fine paintings and 
olher very precious objects of fine arts. S.' Francis 
inhabited a cavern excavated in those rocks. 

Camaldoli is 6 7s kilom. distant from Bibbiena, 
and 77 from Florence. Wishing to return to Bibbiena, 
one must take the way which leads from Gamprena 
to Mausolea, from which point begins the steep 
ascent to the sanctuary. This convent was founded 
a ho ut 4042 by S.^ Romuald. The church was rebuilt 
in 45S3. A little higher up is the Hermitage , built 
in the form of a castle with four towers and sur- 
rounded by stuccoed walls. It contains, at regular 
distances, one from theother, 30 monks cells and 
a church, where may be seen several paintings of 
the Passignano school. S.^ Lucy and a Miracle, 
both by Naldini. Over the high aitar, is a 
painting by Gabbiani. In the Sacristy , Jesus hea- 
ring bis Cross, by a Flemish; S.^ Bomuald and 
S.^ John , by Ant. Veronese ; The Virgin , S.* Ro- 
muald , and S.^ Bartholomew , by Santi di Tito ; 
the Nativity of Jesus Christ belonging to the Ghir^ 
landajo scìiool; S.^ John, by Calabrese; Jesus in 
the Garden, by Ligoszi, 
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
